Judge Werner received 447 votes, to 
151 cast for Mr. Brackett. His selec- 
tion was then made unanimous. 

Justice Frank H. Hiscock of Syra- 
cuse, who is sitting as a designated 
member of the Court of Appeals, was 
nominated fcr Associate Judge, de- 
feating Justice Frederick E. Crane of 
Brooklyn, the only other man placed 
in nomination. Justice Hiscock  re- 
ceived 444 votes and Justice Crane 157. 
Both designations were ratified’ later 
by the Republican State Committee, as 
required by the new election law in “ off 
years.” 

The seiection of the two Court of Ap- 
peals candidates came as the culmination 
of a convention that will be remembered 
in Republican annals because of its 
breaking away from many of the reac- 
tionary tendencies that almost caused 
the downfall of the party when Col. 
Roosevelt left it and formed a party of 
his own. 

The ‘‘ Old Guard,’’ headed by William 
Barnes, Jr., was routed in several par- 
tieulars, and it was predicted by many

was in sight. Even Senator Elihu Root, 
who was the backbone of the Republican 
National Convention that nominated 
William H. Taft, broke away from 
Barnes. 

Radical Resolution Is Adopted. 


The most radical action of the conven- 
tion was the adoption of a resolution 
which, if carried out in the nation, is 
expected to go far toward rehabilitat- 
ing the party. This resolution, which 
was adopted unanimously by the con- 
vention after Barnes had opposed it in 
the Committee on Resolutions, puts the 
State Convention on record as favoring 
the holding, at the earliest possible date, 
of a special Republican National Con- 
vention, to take up the question of adopt- 
ing new rules for representation in 
future National Conventions. 

The resolution recommends that in the 
call for further national convention's 
delegates shall be chosen in each State 
in the manner preferred by the Repub- 


lean voters of the States, but it favors | 


nevertheless, the Congressional district 
as basis of representation. 

It urges that representation in future 
shall be based more nearly on the Re- 
publican vote actually cast in the sev- 
eral States and Congressional districts. 
The effect of this recommendation 
would be to cut down Southern repre- 
sentation in the national convention, 


Platform is Less Radical. 


The convention adopted a platform 
which {is less radical. it condemns the 
recall of Judges and judicial decisions; 
says that Tammany has become a State 
issue, denounces the contro] of the 
State by the Democrats, indorses the 
Mayoralty candidacy of John Purroy 
Mitchel and the Fusion Board of Esti- 
mate candidates; indorses the prefer- 
ential primary planks of the party’s 
1912 platform, and advocates a pro- 
tective tariff and denounces the pro- 
posed national Currency Dill. 


Tammany Hall Attacked, 


Not the least interesting feature of 
the convention was a scathing attack 
made at the night session upon Tam- 
many Hall by Senator Root. District 
Attorney Charles S. Whitman, who also 
spoke at the night session, had an en- 
thusiastic reception. In fact, the dele- 
gates showed that they considered Mr. 
Whitman the star orator of the conven- 
tion. At the day session Jacob Gould 
Schurman, President of Cornell Uni- 
versity, presided as Temporary Chair- 
man and delivered a long speech, much 
of which was devoted to an attack upon 
the Progressive Party and the Demo- 
crats. 

Senator Root, as permanent Chair- 
man, called the convention to order at 
8 o’clock last night. He was cheered 


to the echo and sai2 in part: 

“At this time the election of Judges 
of the greatest court of the greatest 
State in the Union is of greater impor- 
tance than the election of any Gover- 
nor.”

Terms Demanded by the Kaiser 
from the Duke of Cumberland.

BERLIN, Sept. 23.— The Tagliche 
Rundschau-: claims authority for stat- 
ing that the forthcoming elevation of 
the Kaiser’s son-in-law, Prince Ernest 
Augustus of Cumberland, to the 
{throne of the Duchy of Brunswick 
| will be conditional on the Prince's 
| father, the Duke of Cumberland, 
|agreeing to the following terms: 
| 1. To refrain from any attempt to 
lobtain possession of the throne of 
|Hanover and from machinations de-

| territory of Prussia. 

2. To disavow all connection with

| 3. To renounce all his rights in favor

BUSH’S YACHT HIS COFFIN. 


Scuttled at Sea with His Ashes, the 
Crew Reports.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 23.—A story 
which for novel features has few paral- 
lels, is told by the crew of the schooner 
yacht Lydia, scuttled about ten miles off 
this port late in August, with the cre- 
mated body of her owner, James Freeman 
Bush;a wealthy paper manufacturer, 
resting on a table in the cabin. The 
sending of the handsome craft to her 
final anchorage with the ashes of Mr. 
Bush aboard was the result of a dying 
request made by him to his wife in a

{ On a table in the cabin lay the ashes 
fof the owner. Capt. Frank M. Skolfield, 
of Cundy’s Harbor, who had sailed the 
vessel for Mr. Bush, was at the wheel. 
About ten miles off the port the vessel 
was headed into the wind, the persons 
aboard were placed in the motor boat, 
and with an axe a hole was cut in the 
jeraft. Slowly she filled and sank to 
her grave.

The purpose was to set 
forth, so far as the Clearing House 
Association can do so, the probable 
workings of the new banking machin- 
ery proposed. There have been many 
conflicting expressions of opinion re- 
garding the effect of a number of the 
rovisions of the bill, but so far there 
Ses been no formal consideration in so 
authoritative a way as this committee 
will deal with the subject. 
There are questions of the highest im- 
portance as to just how the cash reserve 
provisions of the Currency bill would 
affect the position of the banks and 
the credit situation as a whole. These 
questions, it is understood, are among 
those to which the committee will give 
close attention. Some of the members of 
the committee have already given long 
and careful study to the general ques- 
tion of currency reform, as well as to 
the specific provisions of the Adminis- 
tration’s Currency bill. It is expected 
that they will have the assistance of 
active banking officers who will be able 
to make suggestions regarding the prob- 
able operation of the bill in the several 
departments of banking. | 

Bankers from the interior who have 
recently visited New York have, in a 
number of instances, expressed the view 
that an expression of opinion by the New 
York banks would be distinctly helpful 
in formulating sentiment in Congress, 
and throughout the country in favor of 
such amendments as might from the 
practical banking point of view be 
deemed necessary to make the Currency 
bill a thoroughly workable measure.

Though Senator O’Gorman of New 
York is counted as an opponent of tne 
bill, he thought this objection weak. A 
bank would be willing to indorse any 
paper, he said, that it was willing to 
discount. ; 

Mr. Weils pointed out, however, that 
the paper of the country banks would 
be of little use for rediscount, as it 
was all drawn for long time and ma- 
tured in the Fall. Its Autumn matur- 
ity, he said, would prevent its redis- 
count even in the last ninety days of 
its life, as the needs of the farmers 
came earlier in the year. 

Mr. Wells said that in talking with 
300 country bankers in the Nortawest 
he had not heard one expression in 
favor of the bill. 

Complete revision of the framework 
of the currency bill was proposed by 
Senators Reed, Hitchcock, and Bristow 
during the examination of Samuel Un- 
termyer in the morning. 

The Hitchcock plan would eliminate 
from the bill the entire plan of regional 
reserve banks and substitute a Govern-

TROY, Sept. 23.—Twelve sealed in- 
dictments were returned and a present- 
ment setting forth charges of graft in 
connection with the construction of the 
Great Meadow Prison at Comstock was 
handed down to-day by the Special 
iG;rand Jury there. Thousands of dol- 
lars are said to have been misappropri- 
jated. Absolute secrecy is being main- 
tained regarding the names of those in- 
dicted, but it Is said several are promi- 
nent politically. The Grand Jury ad- 
journed to Oct. 4, at which time it is 
thought the indicted persons will be 
taken into ccurt. 

Cc. V. Collins was Superintendent of 
Prisons at the time the institution was 
iconstructed. The buildings were made 
ready for occupancy largely under his 
direction. He resigned his position after

Don’t let the automo- 
biles frighten you: Learn to dodge like 
I have. They nearly got me once, but 
ets can’t any more, and I am 78 years 
old.

OLDEST UNIVERSITY FOUND. 
Ancient Tablets Prove One Existed 
in Nippur Temple 3200 B. C. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 23.—The dis- 
covery of the existence of the first tem- 
ple of learning in the world, where the 
first exponents of the liturgical system 
congregated, has just been made by 
Prof. Stephen Herbert Langdon, Pro- 
fessor of Assyriology in Oxford, who is 
now investigating the Nippur collection 
of the University of Pennsylvania, The 
tablets were collected in three expe- 
ditions to Nippur in the southern part 
of Babylonia. 

“T have ascertained from my exam- 
ination of the tablets that priests had 
a school in the temple at Nippur as 
early as 3200 B. C., and that this school 
existed about 1,000 years,” said Dr. 
Langdon. 

“To these priests is due the Nturgical 
system which spread throughout Baby- 
lonia and Assyria and influenced Greece 
and Rome. They were exponents of a 
great university, the most important 
centre of learniug. I believe it was 


the first school of learning, and for 
that reason the University of Pennsyl- 
vania’s collection, which discloses the 
presence of this university, is of the 
greatest value to scholars. 

“The discovery will establish more 
clearly in the minds of scholars the 
fact that the origin of religious orders 
existed in ancient antiquity, and that a 
very important religious order existed 
at the temple near Nippur.’’ 


SERVIANS ADMIT DEFEAT. 
Withdrew After Fierce Battle with 


Albanians, Who Took Dibra. 


BELGRADE, Sept. 23.—An official ac- 
eount of the capture of Dibra, Albania, 
by the Albanians, says that a large 
force attacked two companies of Ser- 
vians in the vicinity of that town yes- 
terday morning. 

After a fierce battle of two hours the 
Servians withdrew toward Retchevo, 
and the Albanians entered Dibra. They 
numbered 6,000. and were commanded 
by foreign officers, whose nationality 
has not been established. According to 
some reports they were Austrians and 
Bulgarians. |

MILITANTS’ $400,000 FIRE. 


Much Damage Done by “Arson

DICTOGRAPHS FOR SULZER. 


Getting Evidence Against Senators 
from Underworld, Albany Hears. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 23.—Dictographs are 
being installed in the Executive Man- 
sion, according to a report which is 
causing all sorts of gossip and uneasy 
speculation among the Tammany men 
at the Capitol, some of whom are sit- 
ting with the High Court of Impeach- 
ment trying William Sulzer. 

The report first reached the very ex- 
tensive circles in which it is furnishing 
food for talk and apprehension to-night 
through the medium of a Tammany 
Senator. The Senator first received his 
information from a Burns detective and 
dictograph expert who is said to have 
been busy installing the new invention 
in the Sulzer official domicile. 

No obvious reason has as yet been ad- 
vanced for installing the dictograph. 
According to one report, however, Mr. 
Sulzer was having it done with a view 
of obtaining a record of his talks with 
some New York confidence men who are 
said to have told Mr. Sulzer recently 
some amazing stories about Tammany 
lawmakers, and who are supposed to 
have succeeded in obtaining ample ex- 
pense allowances on the pretense of get- 
ting legal evidence to back up thelr 
stories and thus bring about the unseat- 
ing of one or more Senators now sitting 
on the High Court of Impeachment.

Annotinces Sulzer’s Compliance. 


The court met promptly at 10 o’clock 
this morning. Twelve Senators were 
ebsent. Presiding Judge Cullen an- 
nounced: 

“The motion of the respondent te dis- 
miss the articles of impeachment on the 
ground that the Assembly had no right 
to prefer them at an extraordinary ses- 
sion has been overruled. It now be- 
comes incumbent on the respondent to 


make answer.” 

D Cady. Herrick of counsel to Mr. Sul- 
mer arose. 

“Bowing, of course, aS me must, to 
the ruling of the court,’’ he said, we 
now appear generally for the respond- 
ent—the same counsel as appeared spe- 
cially. When these articles were first 
presented, the Governor was advised 
that inasmuch as there was some doubt 
as to the legality of the impeachment 
it was his duty not to surrender the 
functions of his office until that ques- 
ton had been determined. After the de- 
cision of Mr. Justice Hasbrouck he 
ceased to perform any active functions, 
and it is unnecessary perhaps for me 
to say that he will not perform any in 
the future until the termination of this 
trial.” 

Judge Herrick then announced that 
he would argue his objections to the 
first, second, and sixth articles of im- 
peachment, which he asked Louts Mar- 
shall’ to read to the court. The first 
article charged Mr... Sulzer with filing 
a false statement of campaign contri- 
butions and expenditures, In violation 
of the election law; the second chargea 
him with perjury in making oath for the 
correctness of that statement, and the 
sixth charged iarceny in his having 
converted campaign contributions to his 
own use _. 

The defense moved that the charges 
be quashed on the ground that_the of- 
fenses charged, if they occurred at all, 
occurred prior to Mr. Sulzer’s accession 
to the Governorship, and, therefore, did 
not constitute “ willful and corrupt mis- 
conduct in office.’ The respondent fur- 
ther. pleaded that there was nothing in 
the law of the State requiring a candi- 
date to make a statement that set forth 
all eontributions received by him, that 
there was nothing in the law at the 
time requiring him to make oath to the 
correctness of any statement setting 
forth his receipts, and that the state- 
ment mentioned in the articles of im- 

achment was not required by law to 

é made by the respondent. 


Must Answer to Public. 


Judge Herrick then began his argu- 
ment in support of these contentions. 
-He read from his printed brief in a 
slow, well-modulated voice, seldom using 
a@ gesture. From the outset he made it 
plain that, whatever constitutional 
rights were insisted on in the defense 
of the accused Governor, it was realized |

In his peroration Judge Herrick plead- 
ed with the court not to set a precedent 
whereby an honest official who might 
have--had dark spots in his past, but 
who had atoned for is sins, could be 
made the subject of blackmail by un- 
scrupulous political leaders who placed 
him in office, and then, with threats of 
exposure and impeachment, tried to 
coerce him into abusing his power. 

“While we are concerned for Mr. 
Sulzer,’’ said Judge Herrick, ‘‘ we have 
@ graver and higher duty to perform 
than merely to prevent his being com- 
pelled to give an explanation of the 
contained in these several 
articles. We are concerned for the 
proper administration of the law. We 
are concerned for the Governor of the 
State and all other executive officers 
who are subject to impeachment, for 
the precedent now to be set by you 
will not only control all future proceed- 
ings in this State but will be vastly in- 
fluential in controlling and directin 
similar proceedings in every State o 
the Union.”

‘“‘The acts alleged in the first, second, 
and sixth articles of impeachment here 
presented,’’ he said, ‘‘ are none of them 
acts of an official and are all acts cog- 
nizable by the ordinary tribunals, where 
no one may sit in judgment upon him 
who has been engaged in procuring evi- 
dence against him, who has erenee 
his case and declared him guilty with- 
out a hearing, or who is actuated by 
political feeling or partisan animosity, 
and when, if the accused is found guilty 
of the felony chargea against him, his 
aye from office follows automatic- 
a. ae 

Since impeachable offenses were not 
defined in the statute, Judge Herrick 
contended that the Court of Impeach- 
ment was not a law unto itself, but 
must look elsewhere, to parliamentary 
practice or the common law, for defini- 
tion of impeachable offenses. The 
only function of the Court of Impeach- 
ment, he held, was to determine whether 
the offenses charged were impeachable 
offenses as defined by tne law. 


Not Indictable Offenses, 


Judge Herrick then took up the 
charge that Mr. Sulzer hag filed a false 
statement of his campaign expenditures | 
and receipts, and had committed per-/} 
jury therein. If these two offenses 
were crimes, he contended, they were 
not indictable offenses. The stato- 
ments referred to, he insisted, were) 


voluntary and not required by law. 
He added: 

“That is to say, if made under Sec- 
tion 776 of the Penal Code, there was 
nothing that required him to include in 
his statement any list of contributions 
received by him, but oniy contributions 
made by him. That is all that is re- 
quired by the Penal Code. 

“If it is claimed to have been made 
in compliance with provisions of the 
Corrupt Practices act, then there is 
nothing tn the provisions of the Cor- 
rupt Practices act that requires him to 
make oath ‘to that statement. So if 
made under the one, there is no obliga- 
tion for him to make a statemeut of 
any receipts, only of payments made by 
him or contributions made by him. If 
made under the other, he was not re- 
quireq to verify it.” 

The language of the Corrupt Prac- 
tices act, said Judge Herrick, gave 
reason for the inference that the state- 
ment required of candidates for office 
was not expected to be as complete as 
that required of Treasurers of political 
parties. A candidate’s statement, he 
maintained, need not include any money 
expended by hira for personal expenses, 
and such expenses had been defined as 
includin traveling expenses, writing 
and printing documents, | stationery, 
postal, telegraph, and telephone ex- 
penses and the like. Moreover, he said, 
the act provided that notice must be 
given to a careless candidate to correct 
his omission before he could be punished 
in any way. 

“ A failure, therefore, to file a correct 
statement as prove by this act,” said 
udge Herrick, ‘is not an offense of 
any kind, as declared by laws of this 
State. The act plainly 1ecognizes the 
possibility, perhaps the probability, of a 
candidate, during the excitement which 
follows a campaign, forgetting to file a 
statement within the stipulated time, or, 
if he does file a statement, of making 
many errors in it. It is to avoid such 
forgetfulness and errors that the act 
provides that notice of such failure and 
a demand to correct it shall be made in 
the first instance. The act recognizes 
that without such a notice and demand 
the omissions or the errors might be 
innocent and unintentional. 
““In view of these provisions of this 
law it cannot be argued that the act of 
a candidate in failing to file a state- 
ment or in filing an incorrect statement 
when he has received no notice of these 
mistakes and no adequate demand has 
been made for him to correct them 
constitutes a violation of these statutes. 


False Swearing and Perjury. 


“William Sulzer, in swearing that 
his statement was complete and accu- 
rate, did not commit perjury,’’ con- 
tended Judge Herrick. ‘The attempt 
is made to accuse him of the crime of 
perjury because a portion of his state- 
ment containing items not required by 
the statute was incorrect. The entire 
question of perjury rests on the mater- 
iality of the statement in the affidavit. 
Falsely swearing in an affidavit: upon 
any matter required by the statute 
would constitute perjury, while falsely 
swearing upon matters which are not 
required under the law would be no 
crime. Inasmuch as the Corrupt Prac- 
tices act does not require a candidate 
to swear that his statement is ‘ cor- 
rect,’ a false oath that it is compiete 
and correct does not and cannot con- 
stitute perjury, and a candidate could 
not be indicted therefor.’’ 

Judge Herrick summed up these eight 
reasons why Mr. Sulzer’s alleged filing 
of a false statement as to the contri- 
butions made to him did not constitute 
a crime under the laws: 


First—The election law does not 
require a statement of contributions 
made to a candidate. 

Second—The failure of a candidate 
to file the er required by this 
act is not an offense, but subjects 
m to a peremptory demand by a-« 
court to perform this duty. 
Third—There is no allegation that 
William Sulzer ever received such a 
demand. 

Fourth—The statute recognizes a 
candidate’s right to be given notice of 
errors in his statement and his rignt 
to an opportunity to correct them. 
The State cannot call him to account 
until first it has accorded him these 
rights that the statute affords. 

Fifth—The Penal Code does not re- 
quire a candidate to file a statement 
of contributions made to him, and 
there are no other statutes on this 
subject. 

Sixth—Incorrect statements of facts, 
inserted in an affidavit but not ma- 
terial thereto, do not constitute per- 
jury. 

Seventh—Perjury cannot he based 
on an oath which was nelfther re- 
quired nor authorized by law. 

Eighth—As the election law does 
not require the statement to be veri- 
fied and_as neither the election law 
nor the Penal Code requires the can- 
didate to insert contributions made 
to him, there is no ground for the 
charge of perjury, nor for the charge 
of neglect of duty. 


Mere Words of Solemnity. 


The filing of a false sworn statement 
of receipts and disbursements by a can- 
didate, Judge Herrick contended, had 
no connection with the office to which 
the candidate had been elected or to his 
performance of the duties of that office, 
and as such cuuld not be made the basis 
of a charge of “ willful and corrupt 
misconduct in office.”” As for the 


charges of ‘“‘high crimes and misde- 
meanors "’. contained in the Articles of 
Impeachment, he quoted authorities to 
show that there was no warrant in law 
for those words and that they were aq- 
mittedly used merely as an indefinite 
means of lending greater solemnity to 
the language of indictments. 

Judge Herrick soricaeee by pleading 
with the court not to interpret the law 
governing impeachable offenses so as to 
include those committed before Mr. Sul- 
zer took office... ‘ 

“To so extend it,’’ he exclaimed, ‘is 
to make the impeaching power a truly 
awful power. No statute of limitations 
will run against it. An upright and 
honest official may have an unfortunate 
past not known to the general public 
a past that -has been lived: down an 
atoned for, that yet may. be dug up by 
partisan malice, by an unscrupulous 
majority, and made use of to at least 
suspend him from public office in- 
definitely; which may. be known to cor- 
rupt and unscrupulous political leaders 
who place hinf in public office and then 
with threats of exposure endeavor to 
coerce him to abuse the power of his 
office, and, failing in that, cause him 
to be impeached, in form, for crimes 
and offenses committed out. of office, 
but in fact for his refusal to commit 
crimes while in office. 

““T cannot, 1 will not, belleve that this 
great court will set a precedent that 
wil! extend the law beyond what is 
written and place the honest public of- 
ficial who may have erred at the mercy 
of blackmailers and scandal mongers. 
political or otherwise, but will confine 
the power of impeachment to its pri- 
mary purpose of removal from office of 
an unfaithful public official for mis- 
conduct in office only, leaving to the 
ordinary tribunals of justice his pun- 
ishment for crimes committed while he 
was a private citizen.” , 


Vann Concludes for Defense. 


The argument for the defense was 
concluded in a short brief prepared by 
ex-Judge Irving G. Vann, but read in 
his absence by ex-Senator Harvey D. 
Hinman. Judge Vann, it was explained, 
was ill at his home in Syracuse with

except as restrained by the Constitu- 
tion, and that the Constitution did not 
expressly restrain it from defining im- 
peachable acts. He questioned the 
power of the Court of Impeachment to 


do so. 

“The Legislature could have provided 
that misconduct wholly outside the 
functions of office should be cause for 
impeachment, such as habitual drunk- 
enness, gross immorality or the com- 
mission of any crime involving moral 
turpitude. it did not do go, but, on the 
other hand, under its power to detine 
and regulate the exercise of the power 
conferred, it limited impeacnhable of- 
fenses to wilful and corrupt misconduct 
in office. 

““We are under government by law, 
and the Legislature is the law mak‘ng 
power. Should we be under a gov- 
ernment by law iv the power to define 
impeachable offenses, involving such 
grave consequences, were left wholly to 
the arbitrary discretion of a court? 
There is no middle ground. Either the 
Legislature has power to make law on 
this subject, as it has on most others, 
or the court is a law unto itself, not 
simply in matters of. procedure, but in 
matters of substance, also. It could 
convict the Governor of the State, and 
remove him from office because he stole 
cherries when a boy or spat on the side- 
walk when a man. It could convict for 
acts not criminal, either in law or mor- 
als, and there would be no remedy, for 
there is no appeal from the judgment 
of the Court of Impeachment, 5 

“ Have we a court in this State which 
is wholly beyond the reach of Legis- 


| lation and which cannot only enforce 


law but make it? Its power, if with- 
out restraint, extends in both direc- 
tions, and it can at: will lawfully ad- 
judge that the wholesale theft of money 
from the State ‘[reasury or the sale 
of appointments, or even treason and 
rebellion are not impeachable offenses. 
Either there is no limit to its power, or 
the Legislature within reasonable limits 
ean define its power, as it has by a 
statute which, as re-enacted without 
substantial change, has stood for more 
than thirty years with no complaint 
or question, although a constitutional 
convention has, been held since its pas- 
sage.”” 


Brackett Takes the Floor. 


Ex-Senator Edgar Truman Brackett 
of counsel for the Board of Impeach- 
ment Managers, in a ringing speech re- 
plete with legal titations and twist- 
ing, with bitter denunciation of the im- 
peached Governor, answered the argu- 
ments of the defense. He had pre- 
pared a printed brief, but, while adher- 


ing to it, seldom looked at it to read. 
He spoke with fervor, emphasizing his 
points with frequent and vigorous 
gestures, turning now to the Presiding 
Judge and now squarely about to the 
assembled Senators and Judges. 

An adjournment was taken by the 
court when Senator Brackett barely had 
started his argument, but he continued 
it upon the resumption of the session at 
2 o'clock. It was manifest, he said, that 
impeachable offenses were not Hmited 
to indictable crimes, that impeachment 
could be had not only for statutable 
crimes but for anything in the nature of 
a crime that showed unfitness to exercise 
the functions of office or to associate 
with decent people who must meet 
officials doing the work of the State. 

“But *n these articles,’ he said, ‘‘cer- 
tainly in all save the eighth, crime is 
charged—perjury, larceny, violation of 
the election law and of the criminal 
code, all matters punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, which brings 
them exactly within the definition of 
crime. This is no trial for disgusting 
manners, nor for lack of dignity, nor for 
immeasurable boastings. All of these 
may be offensive to the last degree, 
but they are not in the charges here, nor 
impeachable. The defendant is charged 
with crimes. So the controversy that 
has raged around the point whether 
crime must be charged against the of- 
fender or a mere Violation of duty, 
positive or negative, sufficient to con- 
vict is not here at all.” 


Shortcomings of Indictment. 


Mere indictment by a Grand Jury, 
Senator Brackett contended, would not 
suspend the Governor in the case of of- 
fenses charged as committed before his 
term of office; only impeachment could 
do that and pass his functions immedi- 
ately to the Lieutenant Governor pend- 


ing the result of his trial before the 
Court of Impeachment. Moreover, if 
an indictment were found, the Governor, 
finding the District Attorney too zeal- 
ous in prosecuting him, could calmly 
remove that official and substitute a 


“The Judge about to hold the term 
where the trial ig to be had,’ Senator 
Brackett continued, “is regarded as too 
upright and fearless; another is assigned 
by the defendant to take his place, It 
conviction is had, the question of pun- 
ishment is put upon the trial Judge, 
whose whole future may be made or 
marred by the man upon whom he must 
impose sentence. And, having been 
sentenced, the defendant thereupon is- 
sues himself a pardon. Can such a sit- 
uation be calmly considered? ’’ 

The provision for a court of impeach- 
ment, sald Senator Brackett, was in- 
tended from the first to provide a tribu- 
ral that would be of sufficient size, 
statecraft, dignity, and independence to 
insure that justice should be done to 
the most powerful official when neces- 
sary to protect the State. ; 

“Tne defense,” he said, “in resting 
upon the proposition that impeachment 
may not be had, must claimm'that the 
people have a right to eléct @ criminal 
to high office, and that, having done 80, 
there is no relief; that such election 
purges the offender from the taint of 
crime and leaves him free to assume 
the réle of an honorable man among 
honorable men. 


A Criminal As Governor. 


“What is the result of holding that a 
person guilty of, for example, perjury, 
who, successfully concealing his crim- 
inality, chances to be elected Governor 
of the State, is immune from 4 prosecu- 
tlon or proceeding to remove his baleful 
presence from the Executive Chamber 
and residence? Shall it be said to stu- 
dents of our system of government that 
securing the highest office in the State 


purges of such loathsome crime; that 
the way to avoid a punishment for per- 
jury is to be elected to high office, and 
that such election retains the occupant 
in association with decent men in high 
places? If so, then what is the result 
when, having been thus elected Gov- 
ernor, the individual at once after his 
election, but before his inauguration, 
before his official term begins, com- 
mits the perjury? Surely it mav not 
then be claimed that the election pre- 
vious to the commission of the crime 
effects any purge of the criminal 
taint.” 

Senator Brackett quoted the decision in 
the case of the impeached Judge Bar- 
nard to prove that offenses committed 
before inauguration into office were im- 
peachable. es 

“In the Barnard case,” he said, ‘‘ the 
Justice was impeached and convicted 
during his second term upon articles 
charging offenses (some of them cer- 
tainly not crimes at all) committed in 
his first term. If the doctrine of con- 
donation invoked by the defendant has 
any relevancy at all here, its applica- 
tion would have acquitted Barnard, for 
all of his offenses were committed dur- 
ing his first term. 

“ When the members of the high court 
of last resort, sitting in and a part of 
this august tribunal, come to the cour- 
tesies of the next holiday season, must 
they feel that they are clasping hands 
with a perjurer and a thief, because the 
admitted perjury and larceny were com- 
mitted fifteen minutes before 12 o'clock 
noon of Jan. 1, 1913, and therefore he 
cannot be impeached for their commis- 
sion, whereas, if committed fifteen min- 
utes after noon he might be? 

“Must it be that every justice of our 
trial courts is subject to direction and 
appointment and Seennent at the 
hands of a man who is subject to be

? 

When, at the next regular session 
of the Legislature the Senate sends its 
committee to notify the Governor of 
the State that it is convened. must the 
message be taken to a criminal or one 
with criminal characteristies? And 
must such a man he permitted to send 
to the houses of .the Legislature his 
views on public affairs and be allowed 
to approve or disapprove legislation 
here passed? 

- en it comes to the dread 'ssue of 
life and death. must the criminal feel 
that he is applying to a fellow-criminal 
for reprieve or pardon, and. if denied. 
eo to his doom with the just feel'ng 
that he hes heen fudeed bv an unclean 
man—a fellow-criminal with himself. 


A Fallacious Reasoning. 


“The questions are thelr own answer. 
None of these things must be, or can be. 
A course of reasoning that leads to any 
such results as necessary under our sys- 
tem is fallacious and based on a mis- 


conception of the genius of our institu- 
tions.

Senator Brackett took up the argu- 
ment of the defense as to historical 
definitions of impeachable .offenses in 
legislation, but drew different conclu- 
sions. From that he took up the argu- 
ment that, besides antedating Mr.. Sul- 
zer’s actual assumption of office, the 
offenses complained of were also dis- 
connected with that office. 

“From the time a person is nominat- 
ed for office,’’ he said, ‘‘ he comes un- 
der the provisions and directions of the 
law. He is not yet an officer, but he is 
seeking to become one, and, in order to 
become one, he is required to conform 
to these directions of the statute. There 
has thus been prefixed to the office 
what we may call an official vestibule, 
so placed that.a person entering into 
the office must oe through it. And 
it is no stretch of language to say that 
the law practically makes an officer of 
a candidate and of an officer-elect. He 
is certainly subject to the direction of 
the law from the moment he is nom- 
inated. 

“The object of ail this is patent. Mis- 
conduct as a candidate corrupts public 
duty in: office, Wickedness in.a can- 
didate is as surely inherited by the of- 
ficial as any hereditary_taint by the 
child from the parent. While the act 
of filing the statement of expenses is 
required to be done before the official 
takes his office, its purpose is to insufe 
pure conduct in the preliminary strug- 
gle for the office, and it has become a 
matter of the deepest concern to all the 
people of the State that the various can- 
didates shall comply with this provision, 
fully and completely. 

“Not once sirice this policy embodied 
in the Corrupt Practices act has been 
entered upon has there been any varia- 
bleness or shadow of turning with re- 
spect to it. Every step in legislation 
has been to strengthen and complete 
the scheme and to make stronger its 
provisions.

‘““The falsity of a statement of re- 
ceipts and expenditures is as surely a 
violation of official duty, just as much 
scandalizes the State, and is just as 
much evidence of moral unfitness for 
the office as the violation of the in- 
augural oath taken at the beginning of 
the term.

FIELDER AND STOKES 


Democratic Primaries Give Gov- 
ernor 20,000 More Than Kat- 
zenbach on Early Returns. 


COLBY FOR BULL MOOSE 


Republican Returns Show ex-Gov. 
Stokes the Lead, with 
Judge Carey Second.

Scattering returns from all over New 
Jersey indicated at midnight that Gov. 
James F. Fielder had been nominated 
as the Democratic Gubernatorial oan-d 
didate at the primaries by a plurality 
of 20,000 over Frank S. Katzenbach,| 
Jr., his opponent. Gov. Fielder at his! 
home at 189 Gifford Avenue, Jersey City | 
Heights, refused to make any comment | 
upon the returns, which were slow in 
coming in. 

The returns indicate that Fielder had 
carried Monmouth County by from 1,000 
to 1,500 majority, and five districts in 
Burlington County showed that, he was 
leading his opponent by about two to 
one. In Essex County the returns in- 
dicated that Katzenbach had carried 
Newark by a large majority, but the 
suburban districts apparently placed the 
county in the Fielder column. In Bloom- 
field, for example, the scattered returns 
indicated that Fielder led Katzenbach 
by three votes to one. In Mercer Coun- 
ty Katzenbach’s home county, he was 
successful, and received a majority of 
about 1,500. 

The returns in Hudson County made it 
apparent that a tota! Democratic vote of 
between 30,000 to 35,000 had been cast, 
and the returns at an early hour pre- 
saged a victory for Fielder by a ma- 
jority of 15,000. In Jersey City, Fielder 
was beating his opponent in the returns 
by about six to one. 

Indications early this morning were 
that ex-Gov. Stokes had received the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor, and 
that Everett Colby had been named as 
the head of the Bull Moose ticket. The 
returns from the first fifteen districts 
in Newark, which were all that had been 
tabulated up to midnight in the Repub- 
lican contest were: 

Stokes, 407; Carey, 42: Fowler. 41, and 
Pearce, 17. The Progressive Party re-

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JEROME REVEALS 
THAW INDICTMENT 


Shatters Main Argument of 
Fugitive’s Counsel in Plea to 


New Hampshire Governor. 


TRACES ‘TRAIL OF SCANDAL’ 


New York Determined to Pre- 


vent Triumph of Thaw Money, 
He Says, Flaying Prisoner. 


EXTRADITION GRANT LIKELY 


Hearing Closed, but Thaw’s Lav-- 
yers Will File Briefs—Dutchess 
Grand Jury Report Secret. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CONCORD, N. H., Sept. 23.—Begin- 
ming in the tamest fashion, tne hearing 
to-day before Gov. 8S. D. Felker on the 
application of New York State for the 
extradition of Harry Kendall Thaw took 
@ sensational turn this afternoon. 

Stung by the charges of bad faith 
made against him by Thaw’s lawyers, 
William Travers Jerome put aside his 
prepared brief, and, after first shatter- 
ing much of his opponents’ arguments 
by stating that an indictment against 
the fugitive had been found by the 
Dutcness County Grand Jury, launched 
forth into a bitter attack on the pris- 
oner and the efforts of his wealthy 
relatives and friends to prevent his re- 
incarceration at Matteawan, 

Ex-Gov. W. A. Stone of Pennsylvania 
of Thaw’s counsel replied In:as severe 


language as he could muster on the 
spur of the moment, and the hearing 
closed, the lawyers for the prisoner ob- 
taining permission to file supplementary 
briefs on or before Monday. 

_That Gov. Felker will grant extradi- 
tion is generally thought likely to-night. 
If he does, Thaw’s case will then go to 
ee courts on the habeas corpus 
writ. 

Jerome's assault came as a complete 
surprise to every one in the Senate 
Chamber, and he held his audience spell- 
bound by his eloquence. Gov. Felker 
was the only person who seemed unaf- 
fected. His stolid face never changed 
its expression. That was about the only 
crumb of comfort Thaw found. 

Throughout the bitter arraignment, 
during which Jerome drew a vivid word 
picture of Thaw, referring to him as 
a “homicidal lunatic” and a “ vicious 
degenerate,’’ the prisoner moved about 
nervously in his chair, an_ expression 
almost of terror in his eyes. His mother, 
who was seated directly behind him, 
leaned forward and laid a consoling 
hand upon his shoulder. Thaw spoke a 
few words to her in an excited tone 
and then returned his gaze to the face 
of Jerome. Once when Jerome struck a 
hard blow the prisoner turned to his 
mother and tried to smile, but he found 
tears in her eyes. 


Thaw’s Counsel Stunned. 


Ex-Gov. Stone, Thaw’s personal coun- 
sel, sat hunched up in his chair, drink- 
ing in the words of Jerome and trying 
to collect hig thoughts for a reply. He 


had made the cnarge of bad faith that 
roused Jerome, firm in the belief that 
no indictment had been found and that 
therefore the assertion of counsel for 
Thaw that New York was outside of 
its rights in seeking to extradite a 
man declared legally insane was beyond 
dispute. . 

‘‘T had supposed, Sir, that the last 
thing that the State would have to do 
would be to stand at the bar of a sister 
State upon a charge of bad faith. Mr. 
Stone of Pennsylvania denominates this 
application as a subterfuge. Mr. Mor- 
ris goes even further, insinuating dis- 
honesty and dishonor. His words that 
the State employs lawyers to get up 
some subterfuge can be nothing less 
than such a charge. It is not easy to 
rest patiently without a fitting reply, 
and think sober judgment will make 
Mr. Morris regret the use of such 
language. 

*“We are also asked why we are not 
‘ooking after Roger Thompson, the man 
who drove the motor car in which Thaw 
escaped from Matteawan. We are look- 
ing after Thompson. We expect Thomp- 
son will come back to the United States 
and turn State’s evidence and tell all 
he knows of this thing. I have had 
along, personal conference with Mr. 
Thompson.” 


Calls It “Trail of Seandal.’” 


Then, his voice rising slightly to em- 
phasize the attack, Mr. Jerome began 
his arraignment of Thaw. 

“Vinally,”’ he said, “ let me say tn re- 
ply to Judge Chase as to why the New 
York authorities are so anxious to ob- 


tain Thaw. The simple reason, Sir, is 
this: From the very hour that Stanford 
White lay dead on the root garden in 
the City of New York, his life taken 
either by a murderer or @ lunatic, trom 
that time to this minute, it has been 
said repeatedly and repeatedly that in 
the end the Thaw money would defeat 
the ends of Justice. 

“So far it has not entirely accom- 
plished it, but wherever this case has 
gone and wherever it has rested, it has 
left a trail of ignominy, disgrace, filth 
and scandal behind it that has been ab- 
solutely appalling, and the State of New 
York, Sir, will no™ permit its justice to 
be defeated by the corrupt usc of money 
if it can. prevent it. And that is why 
the State of New York wants a man 
back whom it regards as a_ homicidal 
lunatic, when influenced by his insane 
delusions, and a vicious degenerate at 
other times—a man criminal in his lucid 
intervals and dangerous in his insane 
ones. 

“And I say, Sir, so far as the Attor- 
ney General of the State of New York 
can speak through me, the Siate of 


New York through him can pledge its | 


course as the best evidence of good 
faith by saying that if this man be re- 
turned to the State of New York he 
will be put on trial before a jury, and 
by every fair and decent means that 
the State of New York can exert, it 
will exert its power to have him ¢con- 
victed of the crime which we bDelieve 
him to be guilty of. 

“Tt will rest with the State of New 
York to show that the Thaw money can- 
not corrupt forever, although for a 
time it may. The State of New York 
will show this. And that, Sir, is why 
New York wants Thaw back in its ju- 
risdiction. That statement, gentlemen, 
is no subterfuge, nor am I employed or 
willing to consent to be employed by 
any one to manufacture subterfuge.” 

When Mr. Jerome sat down and 
calmly began to collect his pers and 
strap them in a brown leather case a 
buzz of conversation swept over the 
chamber. The men and women, about 
200 in all, who had been admitted by 
ticket, had been astounded by the bitter- 
ness of the attack and seemed relieved 
that it was over. 

Thaw trained his eyes on Jerome, star- 
ing at him so intently that he attracted 
the attention of many of the specta- 
tors. Finally the suspense was ended 
Wepen Mr. Morris of Thaw’s counsel, 

se to his feet and stated that ex-Gov. 
Stone would rep.y. Before the Governor 
could speak the venerable ex-Justice, 
William Chase ef the Court of Appeals, 
addressed Gov. Felker. 

‘“‘The peroration of the distinguished 
counsel for the State of New York,’’ he 
said in his low voice, which, however, 
did not lack a note of sarcasm, ‘‘ mere- 
ly shows that there is an ulterior pur- 

ose in this conspiracy proceeding 

rought to return Thaw to Matteawan. 

It apparently is not for the purpose of 
protecting the public. These gentle- 
men here, (and he pointed a scornful 
finger at Jerome and Deputy Attorney 
General Kennedy,) want to take that 
man, who they say is a lunatic, back to 
New York State and punish him.

Stone in Sarcastic Rejoinder. 
Ex-Gov. Stone, who followed, spoke 
fronically of the ‘‘ oratorial powers of 
Jerome.”’

he said. ‘*‘ Why is Thaw’s money dif- 
ferent_than the money of the State of 
New York. All people love a fighter, 
and a man who would not fight for his 
liberty would not stand well in their 
estimation.”’ 

A huge man, ‘he ex-Governor made a 
striking picture as he leaned over the 
counsel table and shook his great fist 
at Jerome, His voice rose to a high 
pitch as he continued: 

If this young boy in a fit of ter- 
rible pressure slaughtered a man who 
wrecked his home, is it necessary that 
he and his poor old mother should be 
hounded down year after year because 
of the modest fortune left to him by his 
father, who is now in the grave? 

He is here on a charge that is a 
subterfuge. Mr. Jerome says that they 
are going to try him on this charge. If 
they do, how easy it will be to whip 
him back into Matteawan for the same 
reason that he was there before. If 
they do try him it will be a formal 
affair, and there is no better proof of 
that than the threats and boasts which 
have filled the papers for the past 
month.” 

Mr. Jerome had no reply to make and 

r. Morris then asked that further 
action be put off until Monday, so that 
counsel could file briefs. Jerome raised 
no objection. 

In a statement issued after Jerome’s 
address Mrs. Thaw said: 

It was typical of Jerome to bring 
in the question of money. But whilc 
he was talking of money, why didn't 
he tell the truth about-the millions that 
are behind him in this fight to keep 
Harry in the mad house?” 


Crowd Gathers to See Thaw. 


The hearing before Gov. Felker 
opened at 11 o’clock this morning, and 


with an interruption of one hour for 
dinner lasted until 4 o’clock, Mr. 
Jerome, Mr. Kennedy, and Bernard 
Jacobs appeared for New York. A few 
feet away, about another table, were 
the seven lawyers retained by Thaw, 
his staff having been supplemented 
since last night by J. F. Ringwood of 
Poughkeepsie. A great crowd gathered 
about the State House to see Thaw and 
| his mother and brother, Josiah Thaw, 
as they entered. The floor of the Sen- 
| ute chamber was assigned to the coun- 
|sel, correspondents, and about seventy- 
|five members of the New Hampshire 
bar. In the gallery were about 100 
|; women. 

Gov. Felker occupied the chair of the 
President of the Senate, and on either 
side of him were Secretary of State 
Pearson and Attorney General Tuttle. 

Jerome was first called upon, and 
said that the documents asking for ex- 
tradition spoke for themselves. He then 
sat down, and, giving no intimation 
that there had been an indictment, per- 
mitted opposing counsel to make much 
of their assumption that no indictment 
had been found. 

The opening argument for Thaw was 
made by ex-Justice Chase, a white- 
haired man whose voice could scarcely 
be heard. He went deep into the tech- 
nicalities of the case, to show that New 
York had no legal right to ask for the 
extradition of Thaw, an adjudged in- 
/Sane man, on a charge of conspiracy, 
| as an insane man was not able to com- 
| mit a crime, in_ the eyes of the law. 
| Insanity, he said, afforded a_ complete 
| defense against the crime. He argued 
|that Thaw, confined in an asylum, had 
no opportunity to conspire, and said 
that the fact that he made his escape 
did not prove that he had conspired to 
get away. 

During Judge Chase's address, Thaw 
stared most of the time at Jerome, who 
Was directly across the Senate Cham- 
ber with an open space of a dozen feet 
between them. Jerome did not return 
the gaze. 

When the Judge in conclusion de- 
scribed Thaw’s desire to return home 
with his mother, the fugitive was much 
affected and repeatedly wiped his eyes 
with his handkerchief. 

Ex-Gov. Stone, who followed, held that 
the extradition papers were irregular, 
and that even in the affidavit of Dis- 
trict Attorney Conger of Dutchess Coun- 
ty, on which the conspiracy warrant 
Was issued, no statement wag made 
that the charges were brought in good 
faith.

PENNED IN TORREON 


Notify the State Department 
That Many of Them Are 
Anxious to Leave. 


TRAINS TO SALTILLO STOP 


Refugees from Durango on the 


Way Here-— 400 Coming 
from Tampico. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—The State 
Department was advised to-day by 
Americans in Saltillo, Mexico, that there 
still were in Torreon more than 300 
Americans, and conditions there were 
{mproving so slowly that many of the 
colony were anxious to get away. There 
are many revolutionists between Sal- 
tilo and Torreon, and the caravan of 
American refugees that came out last 
week was met by several revolutionary 
commanders and helped on its way. At 
no time did any revolutionary force in- 
terfere with the refugees’ progress. 

From Saltillo it was learned that there 
had been no railroad trains from or to 
San Luis Potosi since last Friday, A 
southbound train returned from Vana- 
gas Sunday afternoon, having been 
dynamited sixty-five miles south of Sal- 
ltillo by two mines connected with a 
battery. The engine and tender passed 
over the mine before it was exploded. 
The baggage and express cars were 
damaged badly and two second-class 
coaches were destroyed. Fifty passen- 
gers, it was said, were killed or in- 
jured. Of those killed, forty were Fed- 
eral soldiers. 

After the explosion, a band of revo- 
lutionists appeared on the scene and be- 
an firing into the wreck, looting the 

aggage car and robbing passengers. 
Only one American is known to have 
been on the train. He is W. W. Mer- 
vian of San Francisco. He was not 
hurt, but was robbed of $90. 

Consul Miller in Tampico telegraphed 
the State Department that since Aug. 
23 he had forwarded to Laredo and Gal- 
veston more than 400 American refu- 
gees. Most of the number were sent to 
Laredo. The Consul said there were 
only a few more to be sent to the United 
States. Consul Lesher in Vera Cruz 
advised the department that the steam- 
er City of Tampico, due at Galveston 
to-morrow, carried twenty-eight refu- 
gees. 

Many refugees are on the way from 
Durango to Nueva Laredo. All those 
who gathered in the latter place have 
proceeded to their homes in the United 
States. Passengers are arriving tn Nue- 
va Laredo by rail cirectly from the Citv 
of Mexico. North of there several 
bridges have been burned and communi- 
cation is interrupted. Each division of 
the railroad is operated separately and 
no train is run through.

der due process of law as an insane 
person, and that, therefore, it devolved 
upon New York State to ee that 
Thaw had lucid intervals, if it wished 
to give the charge any legal standing. 

“There is no law to punish a lunatic 
for escaping from an asylum,” he went 
on. ‘Such a law would be ludicrous. 
Now, since there is no such law, there 
en be no conspiracy to break such a 
aw. 

“It is not only the right, but {t is the 
plain duty of the Governor of New 
Hampshire to determine whether there 
had been a crime committed subject to 
the process of extradition, or whether 
a eharge had been trumped up against 
the accused.”’ 

Mr. Stone based a sensational charge 
of bad faith on the reported fact that 
there was no indictment. Jerome did 
not attempt to interrupt him. 

“The gates of Matteawan 
open to Harry K. Thaw,” said the ex- 
Governor in conclusion. ‘“ For some 
reason they are very fond of him.” 

Mr. Stone introduced as evidence the 
proceedings before Judge Aldrich of the 
Federal Court in which the question of 
Thaw’s status as an insane man was 
raised. 


Talks of New York “ Subterfuge.” 


Mr. Morris began the arguments in 
the afternoon. One charge that he 
made was that New York State em- 
ployed lawyers to get up some sort of 
subterfuge so that Thaw might be re- 
turned to Matteawan. “He said that no 


effort was bejng made to lay hands on 
Roger Thompson, the chauffeur. 

“The answer is plain,” he added. 
“They are trying to do indirectly what 
the law says they cannot do directly.” 

He spoke also of the public sentiment 
for Thaw, saying that it offered him 
an excuse to ask the Governor to use 
his discretionary power in the direction 
of getting Thaw free. ; 

Mr. Jerome in his legal discussion of 
the case said that the United States 
Supreme Court held that the Governor 
had ministerial power in matters of ex- 
tradition. He censured Morris for rais- 
ing thé question of public sentiment, 
which he spoke of as fraudulent and 
nothing more than_ hysteria. 

The decision of Justice Mills in the 
last habeas corpus proceedings, he 
said, showed that Thaw was suffering 
from a form of insanity in which he 
had lucid periods. That point the coun- 
sel for Thaw had failed to bring out, 
he said. To say that Thaw could es- 
cape from Matteawan without conspir- 
ing, he said. was an insult to the Gov- 
ernor's intelligence. As Thaw gained 
his freedom from Matteawan in an 
illegal way, there must have been con- 
spiracy to prevent the due administra- 
tion of justice. 

Pending the filing of briefs on Mon- 
day and the decision of the Governor, 
Thaw will remain at the Eagle Hotel, 
where he enjoys a measure of Hiberty.

NO JURY REPORT ON THAW. 


Dutchess County Indictment, if 


Found, Is Kept a Secret. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 23.—If 
the Grand Jury of Dutchess County has 
found an indictment against Harry K. 
Thaw, as stated by William Travers Je- 


rome at Concord to-day, it has not been 
made public here or handed up in any 
court. The District Attorney’s office ex- 
plained this afternoon that the jury had 
made no report on the case and had ad- 
journed for two weeks. It was added 
that it was possible, nowever, that an 
indictment had been found and kept 
secret. 

When the Grand Jury came into court 
yesterday Foreman William Dean, who 
appeared much perturbed, told Judge 
Hasbrouck that “the case they were 
considering,”’ oo, the Thaw case, 
was to be taken away from them and 
given to the next Grand Jury, which he 
thought was not right, as they had been 
working hard on the matter. 

District Attorney Conger told the court 
that the case had not been finished be- 
cause all the witnesses desired could not 
be found at present. The Distriet At- 
torney, however, agreed to a suggestion 
from Foreman Dean that the Grand Jury 
adjourn for two weeks, and after an ab- 
sence of half an hour the jury returned 
to court with a batch of indictments and 
with the information that they had de- 
cided to adjourn for two weeks and then 
finish ‘‘ the case.’’

Dr. W. A. Macey, Superintendent of 
the State Hospital for the Insane at 
Kings Park, L. I., and other officials 
are working with Dr. William B. Gib- 
son of Huntington, Coroner of Suffolk 
County, to place the responsibility for 
the murder of Joseph Hallot of Brook- 
lyn, a patient in the institution.

BRING HOME A PERIPITUS. 


South American Explorers Say 
They Have Snake’s Ancestor. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., Sept. 23.—Dr. 
Alexander G. Ruthven, curator of the 
University of Michigan museum; his as- 
sistant, Frederick K. Gaige, and Dr. 
A. 8. Pearse of the University of Wis- 
consin have just returned from two 
months spent in the mountains between 
Venezuela and Colombia. 

Much of the region had never been 
studied by scientists, it is claimed. The 
professors returned with many valuable 
specimens of reptiles, insects, and crus- 
taceans, some of them regarded as ex- 
tremely rare. 

Among other specimens found was an 
insect sort of a creature known as the 
peripitus, supposed to be the ancestor 
of all snakes and insects. The expedi- 
tion also brought back a pair of large 
boa constrictors.

SETBACK FOR STANDPATTERS. | 


Plan for Special National Conven- 
tion and Change in Representation. 


The ‘‘stand-pat’’ element in the Re- 
publican Party in the State received a 
decided setback yesterday when the 
Committee on Resolutions met in the 
College Room of the Hotel Astor and 
adopted resolutions favoring the calling 
of a special Republican National Con- 
vention to take up the question of 
changing the method of representation 
at National Conventions. 

Chairman Barnes and his supporters | 
have been opposed all along to the idea 
of calling a special National Convention 
as well as to the plan of naving each 
State decide upon its own method of 
representation. The proposition first 
came up yesterday when the convention 
met in Carnegie Hall. Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, Henry L. Stimson, and 
William Chilvers, Republican leader of 


the Tventy-ninth Assembly District, all 
introduced resolutions having for their 
main purpose a special National Con- 
vention to take up the representation 
matter. 

Dr. Butler’s resolution favored the

calling of a national convention “if 
necessary,” and this was objected to by 
the anti-Barnes men. Mr. Stimson’s 
resolution went. more directly to the 
point by sayiing that a convention 
should be ‘“ called immediately and held 
within the next four months.’’ The 
iad resolution was along the same 
nes, 

The three resolutions were referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions, of 
which Job E. Hedges was elected 
Chairman, and of which Senator Root, 
Samuel §S. Koenig, Herbert Parsons, 
Willlam M. Ivins, Henry L. Stimson, 
Jacob Gould Schurman, and Mr. Barnes 
were members. As soon as the commit- 
tee met at the Hotel Astor the fight on 
the resolutions began. 

All three resolutions favored the 
thanging of the party rules and pro- 
vided that delegates to a national con- 
vention should be chosen in accordance 
with the provisions of State laws gov- 
erning. such election where such laws 
existed, and that the representation 
should be based upon the vote cast in 
each Congressional district. Dr. Butler 
spoke for his resolution, first saying 
that it represented brevity and clarity. 
The party, he said, should conform to 
new conditions. A change, he_ said, 
would be beneficial to the Republican 
Party and greatly increase the party's 
strength. 

While Dr. Butler’s resolution favored 
the calling of a national convention, 
it contained the qualifying clause ‘‘if 
necessary,” and the anti-Barnes men 
objected to this. 

Senator .Elon R. Brown of Watertown 
made the point that the present method 
of representation from Congressional 
districts should be retained; otherwise 
New York State Republicans would lose 
prestige, 

“This attempt to stifle the Congres- 
sional district unit of representation is 
a step backward,” he said. ‘‘I shall 
fight to have the Congressional district 
recognized no matter what the others 
say about State laws prevailing. Any 
attempt to do these things in the name 
of the people which are intended to 
stifle the will of the people will fail.’ 

Senator Root spoke in behalf of Mr. 
Stimson’s resolution, and his remarks 
drew forth sharp' rejoinders from 
Mr. Root argued in favor of 
calling a special national convention to 
take up the question of representation, 
for it ought to be settled, he said, be- 
fore the next regular national conven- 
tion. It was‘a matter, he said, that 
could be decided properly only. after the 
representatives from all the States had 
discussed it thoroughly. 

““We have reached the point where 
the Republican States have the right 
to elect their delegates in a way they 
see fit,” said Senator Root. ‘‘ We can- 
not think of changing the rules. unless 
a special convention is held. I think & 
special convention should be called so 
that we can discuss and consider these 
changes. It is not for us to make the 
changes. The whole convention must 
do it. I have talked with Republicans 
from all parts of the country on this 
subject, and the trend of thought Is in 
favor of changing the rules. In my 
opinion, there ought to be a change in 
the basis of representation. Opinions 
will differ as to how it is to be done, 
but every State should be permitted to 
determine for itself the way in which it 
wants to choose its delegates. 

Chairman Barnes then said that, as 
there seemed to be unanimity of feeling 
in favor of calling a special National 
Convention, he would not oppose the 

lan. 
arr The matter naturally concerns me 
as National Committeeman,’’ he said. 
“Senator Root has pointed out the 
fundamental facts, but he did not say 
that we may be confronted with a move- 
ment which.may mean the party’s de- 
struction. It is inconceivable that a 
National Convention should be called by 
the National Committee and then hold 
that convention subject to the laws of 
the various States. Men from all over

the country will be contending against 
vach other. This has been my stand all 
along, and it will continue to be my 
stand unless the Republican organiza- 
tion wishes me to take another stand.

It was finally decided to turn the 
matter over to a sub-committee made 
up of Senator Root, Dr. Butler, and Mr. 
Stimson. This committee moulded the 
three resolutions into one, but there 
was considerable opposition when the 
resolution was presented to the full 
committee. 

Mr. Barnes suggested an amendment 
to the effect that New York State pre- 
ferred representation by Congress dis- 
tricts. Finally, Herbert Parsons offered 
an amendment and the resolution as 
finally adopted read: 

We instruct the representative of New 
York State on the National Committee to 
urge that a National Convention be called 
@s soon as practicable to change the party 
rules so as, 

First—To provide that fn the call for 
future National Conventions, delegates are 
to be chosen in each State In the manner 
preferred by the Republican voters of such 
States, we, however, urging the Congres- 
= district as a unit of representation; 
an 

Second—To insure that representation in 
the National Convention shall hereafter be 
based more nearly on the Republican vote 
actually cast in the several States and Con- 
gressional districts. which just principle re- 
ceived the unanimous support of the dele- 
gates from New York to the National Con- 
vention in 1908; and 

Third—To amend the rules relating to 
party procedure in such other subjects as 
may be requisite, 

The resolution was adopted unani- 
mously in the convention last night.

that they are able, upright, faithful, 
and pre-eminently fitted for judicial 
duty in our court of last resort. 


They should, and will, represent the 
Republican doctrine which maintains 


| the independence, authority, and dignity 


of the judiciary. 

The Republican Party believes that 
popular obedience to the control of law 
and the impartial, unintimidated and 
courageous administration of justice lle 
at the foundation of our peace, order, 
security, and freedom. 

The Republican Party believes that 
States, like individuals, should be gov- 
erned by principles rather than by im- 
pum. by laws rather than by men. It 

elieves that the great rules of right 
conduct and. justice contained in our 
Constitution should continue to control 
and limit the powers of government to 
the end that individual liberty may be 
preserved and our Constitutional Gov- 
ernment endure. If the statement of 
those rules be found at any time inade- 

uate or wrong, then the statement of 
the rules should be changed in due and | 
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orderly mafiner as prescribed by the 
Constitution.

Four years later he was elect- | 
ed to the same position for a term which 
will not expire untii Dec. 31, 1918. j 

Frank Harris Hiscock, also nominated | 
by the convention for the Court of Ap- | 
peals, has been a member of that court | 
by designation since 1905. He was born 
at Tully, N. Y., in 1856 and was grad- 
uated from Cornell In 1875. He is now a| 
Trustee of that university. He was ad-

The counterfeit checks arrived on the 


Lusitania last Saturday, and represent ; 


They 
were cashed at different times between 
Aug. 22 and 29, and were signed in 
each instance by Robert T. MacDonald 
and William T. Riley. Several of them| 
were put through a branch of the 
Wiener Bankverein of Vienna, at Carls- 
bad, and from this institution came} 
the only clue to which the company; 
has to work upon in apprehending the; 
counterfeiters. An officer of the bank| 
sent a cable dispatch yesterday to J. S,! 
Bigger, Manager of the company’s for- 
eign department, saying that one of 
the men was an elderly American,| 
smoothly shaven, slight in build, and! 
with a broken nose. 

Checks passed since Aug. 29 have not 
been received in this city and the com- 
pany is apprehensive of a deluge of 
them when the next mail comes in. As 
travelers’ checks to the extent of sev- 
eral millions of dollars a year are is- 
sued by the United States Express Com- 
pany, officers of the company believe 
that large amounts might have been 
collected on spurious checks before the 
warning could be sent broadcast.

FIRE IN NEWSPAPER PLANT. 


Bad Blaze in Press Room Threatens 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—A fire of mys- 
terious origin and of great ferocity, 
threatening for a time the demolition 
of one of the most valuable blocks in 
the “Loop” district of Chicago, at- 
tacked the paper, ink, and press rooms 
of The Chicago Inter Ocean at Monroe 
and South Dearborn Streets this after- 
noon, necessitating the sending out of 
a call for fire-fighting apparatus from 
all portions of the city. 

The fire was first discovered in some 
bags of waste paper in’ the storage 
room. Soon afterward there was an 
explosion, as the flames reached large 


cans of ink, and there was a panic 
among the women employes in the busi- 
ness office, who crowded to the win- 
dows and staircases in a rush to escape. 
The members of the editorial staff and 
those employed in the daytime In the 
composing room also made @ hurried 
exit. All escaped safely. _ 

The Inter Ocean Building is fireproof, 
large cement arches immediately above 
the flames preventing them from 
spreading to the upper stories, and the 
fire practically burned itself out. The 
Inter Ocean has,2 $150,000 electric light- 
ing plant, whicn supplies power and 
light to a considerable scction of the 
Loop district. This plant was put out

SIGNALS AND MEN 
BLAMED FOR WRECK 


North Haven Collision, Commis- 
| sion Finds, Due to Bad System 
| and Reckless Employes. 


[TRAINS TOO CLOSE IN FOG 


Both Engineers Drove Dangerously 
—Elliott Visits Washington to 
Consult Commerce Board. 


HARTFORD, Sept. 28.—Lack of an 
adequate signal system, the bunching 
|of six trains in a ten-mile stretch of 
track, and reckless driving by the engi- 
neers in a fog are given as causes for 
the collision between the Bar Harbor | 
and White Mountain expresses on the | 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Rallroad at North Haven on Sept. 2, | 
resulting in twenty-one deaths, by the 
Public Utilities Commission in its report 
on the accident made public to-day. 
Six specific causes are assigned as fol- 
lows: 


Lack of an adequate signal system; had 
Signal 23 been connected with a distant 
signal the engineers. of the Bar Harbor 
second section and the White Mountain ex- 
press first section would have been warned 
of its position when half a mile or more 
distant, 

Bunching of six passenger trains, during 
a fog, (with the signal system then in use,) 
in the ten-mile section between Walling- 
ford and the Air Line Junction, 

Reckless running in a fog on the part of 
Engineer Wands, (of the Bar Harbor ex- 
press,) who passed Block Signal 23 when 
it indicated stop and the consequent clear- 
ing of Signal 25 for the first section of 
Train 95 following. 

Failure of Flagman Murray of the Bar 
Harbor express to go back a sufficient 
distance to offer any protection whatever to 
his* train. 

The indifference of Conductor Adams (of 
the Bar Harbor) who did not show suffi- 
cient interest in the safety of his train, 
knowing that a train was following, to 
see that his flagman was doing his duty, 
and for stopping his train and calling in 
the flagman, who otherwise would have 
—_ left to flag the White Nguntain cx- 

ress, 

Engineer Miller’s reckless running (of the 
White Mountain) in a fog and his failure 
to control his train and be prepared to 
stop before passing Signal 23. 

Miller, Murray, and Adams are under 
bonds, awaiting trial, as a result of the 
finding of Coroner Mix of New Haven 
County, fixing criminal responsibility 
for the wreck on them. 

_WINSTED, Conn., Sept. 23.—Patrick 
FF. O’Brien, a brakeman, is held by Cor- 
oner Samuel A, Herman to be crim- 
inally responsible for the death of Mrs, 
Caroline S. Olin of Falls Village, hurt 
in a collision at Canaan June 28, be- 
tween a_southbound combination train 
on the Berkshire line of the New Ha- 
ven Road and a local freight on the Cen- 
tral New England, on the cross-over of 
the two lines. 

Mrs. Olin was in a passenger car of 
the combination train, which, with two 
others, was standing on the main line 
while the engine was switching. Those 
cars were backed into by three other | 
cars of the train. Mrs. Olin was one} 
of several passengers injured. O’Brien 
was brakeman on the cars in collision. 

The Coroner says O’Brien did not ap- 
ply brakes as he should have done when 
the cars were being “ kicked ”’ back, and 
that he should have known the sema- 
phore signal was set against his train.

Witnesses Testify In Private-—Two 
Others Planned. 


An investigation was begun yester- 
day into the head-on collision of two 
Long Island trains on a curve 500 feet 
east of the College Point Station early 
last Monday morning, when three em- 
ployes of the Long Island Railroad 
were killed and more than fifty pas- 
sengers were injured. 

At the same time work was begun 
on two new signal stations to prevent 
another accident on the single track 
line between Whitestone junction and 
Whitestone Landing. 

J. B. Austin, Jr., General Superintend- 


ent of the Long Island Railroad, pre- 
sided at an inquiry begun yesterday at 
Jamaica. A. F. Duffy, Joseph Brown- 
ley, and James S. Hawley represented 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
before him, and Inspectors E, D,. Hutch- 
inson and J. Freeman of the New York 
State Public Service Commission were 
also present. Several witnesses were 
examined privately, and it was an- 
nounced that no statement would be 
given out by the investigators until, 
after the conclusion of their inquiry. 

Coroner Albert S. Ambler of College 
Point said yesterday that he would 
hold a public investigation a weels 
from to-day in the Jamaica ‘Town Hall, 
and President Ralph Feters_ of _ the 
Long Island Railroad has ordered an 
indeperfdent investigation by the rail- 
road officials. 

An investigation will also be under- 
taken by the Public Service Commis- 
sion of this district. Commissioner 
Maltbie will preside, and the first hear- 
ing has been set for [‘riday morning 
at 10:30 o’clock 

Walter R. Maize, the towerman, who 
was arrested on a charge of homicide 
and is accused of criminal negligence, 
spent the day yesterday in the Queens 
County Jail. He refused to ialk except 
to deny that he was to blame for the 
wreck. It is expected that he will be 
called as a witness before several of 
the investigating committees. 

John Hackman of 40 Twenty-eighth 
Street, Whitestone, who was seriously 
injured in the wreck, is still in Flush- 
ing Hospital, and it was said yesterday 
that, although his condition was all 
that could be hoped for, his recovery 
was by no means certain. George 
Boeckel, Charles Hoeniein, and Fred- 
erick Loder, the three employes killed 
in the wreck, will be buried from their 
homes to-day. The first two named 
lived in Whitestone, while Loder lived 
in Beechhurst. 


HOGARTHS } SHIPPED WEST. 


Ex-Senator Clark’s Secretary Ex- 
plains Absence of Paintings. 


The Secretary of ex-Senator Willfam 
A. Clark issued a statement yesterday 
to explain the absence of twelve Ho- 
garth paintings that were sought at the 
Clark home on Fifth Avenue by cred- 
itors of the Tomlinson-Humes Com- 
pany, Incorporated, of Chicago. Last 
Spring Seymour J. Thurber, an agent, 
called on Mr. Clark and offered ihe pict- 
ures for sale, it was said at Mr. Clark’s 
office.

Anthony Comstock, in the réle of a 
literary critic, descended yesterday 
morning upon the publishing house of 
Mitchell Kennerley at 2 East Twenty- 
ninth Street and arrested the publisher 
upon a writ issued Monday by United 
States Commissioner John A. Shields. 
Federal Marshal William Henkel exe- 
cuted the writ and took Mr. Kennerley 


before Commissioner Shields as a pris- 
oner, 

Mr. Comstock next caused the arrest 
of William Cleary, a clerk, 22 years old, 
of Mamaroneck, N. Y., who was seized

Mr. Comstock pointed to Cleary 
and exclaimed:

The patrolman informed the clerk that 
he was under arrest, and in the ensu- 
ing excitement Mr. Kennerley walked 
forth from his office and inquired what 
the rumpus was about.

The writ upon which Mr. Ken- 
nerley was arrested was issued upon an 
affidavit made by Mr. Comstock, which 
charged that he ‘‘ did unlawfully, will- 
fully, and knowingly deposit or cause 
to be deposited in the mails of the 
United States for the purpose of mail- 
ing and delivering a certain book en- 
titled ‘Hagar Revelly.’ ”’ 

_While waiting in Mr. Kennerley’s of- 
fice for the purpose of allowing the 
publisher to notify his attorney, Mr. 
Comstock announced that he was going 
to the bookbindery and seize all the 
ready copies of the novel. Mr. Kenner- 
ley assured him that this was unneces- 
Sary, and that he was quite willing to 
write an order on the binders to hold 
all the books subject to Mr. Comstock’s 
orders. Mr. Kennerley wrote out the 
desired order, and Mr. Comstock prompt- 
ly presented it at the binders and took 
charge of the books. 

Mr. Comstock was unable to attend 
the arraignment of the publisher, as he 
was obliged to hurry to the Hast Fifty- 
seventh Street Court to press his com- 
pleint against Cleary. 

When the latter was arraigned before 
Magistrate Corrigan Mr. Comstock 
burst forth into an eloquent denuncla- 
tion of the book which he charged the 
prisoner with selling.

AT POLO GROUNDS 


Agreement with Giants to Re- 
“main in Force Next Year— 
New Field Ready in 1915. 


The Polo Grounds will be the home of 
the New York American League Club 
again in 1914, as it has been during the 
present season, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by Presi- 
dent Harry N. Hempstead of the New 
York Giants. Negotiations to that end 
were begun several weeks ago by Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson of the American 
League, and the Board of Directors of; 
the New York National League club, 
through President Hempstead, opened 
President Johnson yesterday that they 
were glad to accede to the request. 
Both . parties stipulate that the privi- 
lege must end with the close of the 1914 
season. The terms are not announced 
in figures, but are similar to those 4 


effect for the present season. 

In making his request for the use of! 
the Polo Grounds next season, President | 
Johnson announced that conditions have | 
arisen which makes it inadvisable, for | 
the present at least, for the New York 
Americans to proceed with the con- 
struction of their stands at the new 
park. It would be necessary to secure} 
title to property which will be of no| 
material benefit after the plant is com-| 
pleted, thereby causing unnecessary | 
and unwarranted expense. It is ex- 
pected that this condition will be over-_| 
come: within a short time. and then 
work will be resumed at the new 
Yankee field.

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CONGRESSMEN’S ASSESSMENTS. 
We don’t know that the Democratic 


' Congressmen would be especially 
pleased to find that the assessment 
of $100 each for their Congressional 
Committee is legal. The Chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Doremus of 
Michigan, does not maké a very 
strong argument in defense of its 
legality. The text of the law certainly 
seems to prohibit the levying and 
the payment of the assessment. 

But we are persuaded that the civil 
service law, from which the 
visions of the Penal Code are taken, 
was not aimed at political contribu- 
tions by Congressmen to their own 


pro- 


committee. The vice of political con- 
tributions usually is that they are 
virtually the price paid for the at- 
tainment or retention of places under 
the Government. Congressmen should 
not collect them from employés, be- 
can influence appoilnt- 
and 


cause they 
ménts, promotions, demotions, 
dismissals. But no Congressman can 
influence substantially the political or 
personal fortunes of another Con- 
gressman, or would be tempted to do| 
so by the payment or withholding of | 
contributions. We think the Repub- | 
lican leader, Mr. MANN, was ill ad- 
vised in attacking the assessment. 


MONOPOLY OF LABOR. 

We wish that sensible and sincere 
labor leaders could be persuaded to 
study the article by Prof. J. LAURENCE 
LAUGHLIN in the October Atlantic. It 
js a candid, temperate, and acute ex- 
amination of the aim, implied or ex- 
pressed, of the labor unions to secure 
es far as may be a monopoly of the 
supply of labor, in order that they may 
exact higher wages and better condi- 
tions. 

Prof. LavGuuin holds that this aim 
fe illegal, as contrary to the Federal 
anti-monopoly act; that it {s immoral, 
as involving injury and oppression to 
non-union workingmen, and that it is 
impracticable, because the nearer it is 
achieved and the higher wages are 
forced, a rise as great, or greater, will 
follow in the cost of living, so that 
real wages Will not be raised or will be 
depressed. It is this consequence of 
union ambition that is most important 
and significant. The Professor says: 

There is no question whatever in my 
mind that the rise of prices of almost 
all articles of general consumption 
during the last decade or two has 
been due, as much as to any one thing 
else, to the rise in money wages paid 
for the same, or even less, labor effort. 
Moreover, the effect is cumulative. 
In the expenses of producing raw ma- 
terials such as coal, ore, wool, and the 
Ifke, into whose processes labor enters 
more largely than machinery, the gen- 
eral rise of wages raises out of all 
proportion the prices of materials 
from which finished goods are made. 
The road to higher wages and better 

conditions by the artificial monopoly 
of the trades unions fs thus fn practice 
a blind alloy with no issue. What Is 
the alternative? It is the substitution 
of what Prof. LaugHurn calls “the 
“principle of ‘the natural monopoly’ 
“of labor.” That fs, the right of each 
man to do the best work he can and to 
get the best wages he can “ under 
“conditions of entirely free and unre- 
“stricted competition.” If wages were 
raised under these conditions, it would 
not increase cost of production, be- 
cause productive capacity would be 
increased also. This would be to the 
advantage of the workmen because 
their real wages would advance in the 
ratio of their earning. To the objec- 
tion that grasping employerg would 
not give the higher wages due to in- 
creased efficiency Prof. LauGHLIN re- 
piles: 

Then organize and get it. Organiza- 
tion of labor is of vital tmpertance, 
There is no objection to the union as 
a form of organization; but there is 
objection to the wrong use of the 
union. The principle of ‘‘ artificial 
monopoly” of labor muy be all wrong, 
but the principle of organizing labor 
in ea union may be all right. * * * If 
admission to a union were based on 
efficiency tests, and dri members held 
@ natural monopoly sue to superior 
skill, those outside “ie union could 
not compete with them, and there 
would be no more need for the “ closed 
shop ’’ or for dynamite.

And it is a way as false economically 
as it is inhumane. But with rational 
and fair co-operation from both sides, 
here unquestionably is the sane and 
effective mode of solving a vexed 
problem. 

He pays scant respect to the agita- 
tion for a minimum wage and espe- 
cially to that ‘“‘ hysterical” agitation 
based on the theory that low wages 
produce vice. He calls attention to 


| the fact we have repeatedly urged that | 


a law which forbids employers to pay 


|less than a fixed rate is necessarily a | 
| | 


law to forbid workers to work for less 
than that rate, and he asks: “If $5 is 
“no protection from vice, how much 
“less is no wages at all?” The only 
way to increase the wages of workers 
is to increase their wage-earning ca- 
pacity. Then no law will be needed. 
He says: 

The wrong situation—of which low 
wages, possible starvation, and the 
temptation to vice are only symptoms 
—is due primarily to the fact that 
women thrown on their own resources 
know no trade and crowd each other in 
the market for unskilled labor. The 
remedy lies in the creation of places 
of instruction where any woman (no 
matter how poor) shall be taught a 
trade and have skill given her by 
which she can obtain a living wage. 
The remedy lies in preventing a con- 
‘gestion of unskilled feminine, labor by 
industrial education. There is no 
other rational or permanént or human 
way out of the present wretched situa- 
tion, if we have the real interest of the 
workers at heart—and are not inter- 
ested chiefly in getting some cheap 
political notoriety. 

This also is a view we. have long 
urged in regard to the true function 
of the public schools in an industrial 


democracy.

THE GULF BETWEEN THEM. 

After all, pride of rank and birth 
is a human failing quite as under- 
standable and perhaps even as ex- 
cusable as the disposition of suscepti- 
ble youth to misplace its affections. 
Like SHAKESPEARE’S Juliet, Keats’s 
Isabella, she of that uncanny pot of 
basil, and so many other unhappy 
young women of history and ro- 
mance, the late Sopmia; Princess of 
Saxe-Weimar, might have filled out 
her life happily and respectably be- 
cause royally, if she had never met 
a certain young man. It is to think 
gently of her to think that, being of 
ancient royal blood and of a nature 
that knew no compromise, there was 
nothing for her to do, after she had 
met the young man, but die by her 
own hand. It is a mean and shameful 
sort of way to die even if you happen 
to be a Marcus Brutus and fall on 
your sword after the battle is lost 
as an alternative to a hero’s death in 
battle. The trouble with sulcide at 
its best is that cowards and lunatics 
have taken away from it the heroic 
and qualities it seems to 
have possessed in a simpler and stern- 
er age. 

But the self-destruction of the Saxe- 
Weimar Princess will seem as near 
to the old romantic ideal of suicide 
as possible, if we assume that she 
took her royalty very seriously, that 
she believed as firmly as her unre- 
lenting father that “all the money 
“in the world would never suffice 
“to bridge over the gulf between a 
“Princess of Saxe-Weimar” and a 
mere Baron who worked for his living 
in the banking trade. It would have 
been so easy for her, considering the 
wealth of the young man, to snap 
her fingers at the imaginary gulf, 
defy her royal parent, and marry her 
Baron in the’spirit in which certain 
daughters of wealthy American fam- 
ilies have married chauffeurs and 
coachmen, and fared little if any 
worse than their more conventional 
sisters who have married foreign no- 
blemen. 

If we are not persuaded that this 
daughter of a house of Princes was 
as firm as her sire in the belief that 
a Princess should not marry a com- 
moner, we must assume that she was 
a weak creature, and the victim of a 
bigoted old father who even after 
‘her death is obstinate enough to in- 
sist that there was a “gulf” between 
this poor girl and a young man of 
decent life, high capacity, and large 
fortune, who loved her and was loved 
in return. 

As a matter of fact, of course, the 
Prince of Saxe-Weimar is a benighted 
German, who has not yet awakened 
to what is going on in the world out- 
side his gates. His mind is mediae- 
val. But there is a certain sort of 
respect due even to bigotry when it 
is sincere, and in an age when other 
German Princes so far forget their 
dignity as to involve themselves pub- 
licly in questionable tinancial trans- 
actions, there is even an odd sort of 
austere interest in the spectacle of a 
father who would rather have his 
child dead than married to the man 
she loves because of the “ gulf" be- 
tween utterly futile and dependent 
royalty and a banker with a title of 
nobility.

AN NN RRR EL 
A STEEL TRAIN COLLISION. 


The head-on collision of steel trains 
at College Point station on the Long 
Island road proved again, according to 
certain authorities, that all that is 
needed to make collisions perfectly 
safe and customary is steel cars, Only 
three employés were killed, and of 
passengers only fifty or more were in- 
jured. The colliding trains, although 
the forward cars were pretty well 
ripped up, deposited their passengers 
beside the rails somewhat violently, 
but alive and breathing. 

Some cavilers will still insist that the 
sicel cars and the mechanical safety 
devices, of which the road seems to 
have had enough, did not suffice to 
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way Signalmen who sat in the signal 
tower at Whitestone Junction and 
failed to obey this rule of the road: 

At the end of double tracks, where 
signalmen are on duty, signals will 
not be given to trains to enter single 
tracks until all superior overdue 
trains have arrived or orders have 
been given permitting inferior trains 
to proceed, 

Of course, if Signalman Maize had 
simply flagged the Long Island train 
which passed him on the single track, 
the public would have missed this 
notadle demonstration of the safety 
of steel cars. On the New Haven 
Railroad the Engineers’ Committee is 
asking that Manager BArpo resign 
because he insists that the rules be 
strictly obeyed by road operators, and 
protests against “holding up at the 
pistol point ’’ Managers and Superin- 
tendents who attempt to discipline 


ithe men convicted of running past 
| signals. 


Signalman Marzp, on the 
other hand, complains that he had 
been ‘‘reprimanded for holding up 
overdue trains.’’ We had not heard 
that the Brotherhood of Railway Sig- 
nalmen on the Long Island road 
lacked a Grievance Committee. It is 
something new on an Eastern rail- 
way that a signalman should be 
cowed by a mere Superintendent into 
disobeying the rules and permitting 
a collision. 


MAYOR HUNT’S ACHIEVEMENTS. 


We have our own problems in plenty 
here in New York, but comfort and 
the inspiration of a good example may 
be had from a brief consideration of 
the way in which the Mayor of an- 
other city went about his administra- 
tive tasks. Mayor Henry T. Hunt of 
Cincinnati has been renominated by 
the Democrats. He is not the candi- 
date of a party only, but has the sup- 
port of all classes of citizens opposed 
to the old Republican organization 
dominated by Boss Cox, which was not 
only powerful, but corrupt, selfish, and 
gluttonous. The men who have re- 
nominated Mayor HunT have put out 
a platform that may be described as 
something new in municipal politics. 
Entirely devoid of the traditional rant 
and fustian of platforms, it tells the 
voters succinctly and clearly what 
Mayor Hunt has done. 

It is a remarkable record. First, 
during the year he has dealt success- 
fully with two strikes. The street 
railway strike was a particularly ugly 
one, but having determined that the 
people of Cincinnati should not be 
compelled to walk, he settled the strike 
in ten days. There was no loss of life, 
and property loss was small. Thero 
was a strike of the ice men and much 
consequent suffering in tho Summer 
heats. The Mayor called upon the 
Board of Health to authorize him to 
seizo and operate the ice plant, which 
he did. City operation continued until 
tho parties to the controversy reached 
an agreement, and the Mayor is ready 
to pay a reasonable rent for the use of 
the plant. This platform record of 
Mayor Hunvt’s service in behalf of the 
defenseless and unfortunate is more 
eloquent than columns of preachment 
about social uplift. He established 
tenement house inspection, rooted out 
many abuses and sources of disease in 
the densely populated parts of the 
city; appointed school nurses; pro- 
vided for food inspection for school 
children and for dental service to 
them; separated the dependent chil- 
dren from the delinquents in the House 
of Refuge; saw to it that all the chil- 
dren had a chance to go to school and 
to Sunday school, and fell upon the 
loan sharks and smote them until they 
were driven from the city. The vicious 
and disorderly elements that had been 
the prop and stay of corrupt adminis- 
tration under Boss Cox he put under 
stern regulation and control. Many 
evil resorts’ were closed and gambling 
suppressed. Some of this work was 
accomplished in spite of the injuno- 
tions granted by the Judge who is now 
the opposition candidate for Mayor. 

Among other good things Mayor 
Hunt undertook a scientific rerouting 
of the street railway lines and the con- 
struction of a terminal boulevard and 
belt line of surface cars, and both of 
these improvements have been author- 
ized by the Legislature. Grade cross- 
ings. were abolished and plans of 
sower improvements drawn up for 
which the people have voted an ex- 
penditure of $3,000,000. Throughout 
the municipal service business meth- 
ods have been introduced. For one 
thing, “city employés now work from 
“8 A, M. to 5 P. M., like other people, 
“{nstead of keeping the former plu- 
“tocratic hours of 9 A. M. to 4 P. M.” 
Efficiency has been promoted by the 
faithful application of civil service 
principles, appointment and promo- 
tions now being made for fitness de- 
termined by examinations. The work- 
ing force is more loyal, for it knows 
that it will be protected so long as it 
renders good service. The Council has 
been transformed from a body of dum- 
mies controlled by the boss into a de- 
lMberative body considering with care 
and intelligence matters that come be- 
fore it. Mayor Hunt has treated the 
public utilities corporations with 
“ even-handed justice,” but he has de- 
manded of them a faithful perform- 
ance of their contract obligations. He 
has even had the courage to begin a 
campaign for the “ reduction and ulti- 
“mate elimination of the smoke nui- 
“sance,”’ which is a large undertaking 
in Cincinnati, 

In short, Mayor HunT has made it 
his business to promote the comfort, 
the convenience, and safeguard the 
health and the property interests and 
other interests of the citizens of Cin- 
cinnati. Of the showing made in this 
remarkable platform it might be said 


and well-intentioned voters of the city 
no choice save to re-elect Mayor 
HUNT. 


THE DRIFT IN FRANCE. 

In an article full of the fruits of ob- 
servation, in The American Political 
Science Review, Prof. ScHAptrRo of 
the College of the City of New York 
discusses the drift of French politics. 
He is of the opinion that the re- 
public is facing a considerable change 
in the matters engaging political in- 
terest and action, of which the dis- 
integration of the “ bloc,” which has 
been dominant for more than a dec- 
ade, is the chief sign: 2 


Perhaps the great underlying rea- 
son for the disintegration of the bloc 
is the fact that it had exhausted the 
stock of ideas bequeathed by the 
French Revolution which, now at 
last, has really ended in France. 
That great upheaval has been like a 
power house of ideas which continu- 

| ally sent revolutionary currents 
throughout the nineteenth century. 
| But now that royalism is routed, the 
| Church disestablished and cowed, the 
| army and schools republican, the 
electorate democratized and the re- 
public safe, the bloc, which brought 
to fruition this programme outlined in 
93, has. been struck with political 
sterility. Its ventures into the new 
ficid of social politics were marked 
by excessive timidity, and anxiety lest 
it alienate the middle classes on 
|} whom it relies for support. 
As parties now stand the most in- 
| teresting movements outside the Re- 


| publican combination are that of the 
| Catholics and that 6f the Socialists. 
The former is organized under the 
name of the “ Action Libérale Popu- 
laire.”” It commands some 1,200,000 
votes and sends thirty-four Deputies 
to the Chamber. It recognizes the 


permanence of the republic and in- 


dorses the principles of the French | 


Revolution. Its definite political 
aims are proportional representation 
and the division of the school funds 
to refigious as well as lay schools. 
Prof. Scuapimro expects it to swal- 
low up the Royalists, Imperial{ists, 
and Republicans and so 
form a powerful conservative party. 
At the opposite end of the field is 
the Unified Socialist movement, 
which tends to influence the Govern- 
ment, though its aims are now ex- 
bsalai It polls about the same num- 
‘yo of votes as the ‘“ Action,” but has 
i seventy-six seats in the Chamber.

“social structure, to do for the 
“working classes what 1789 did for

of Frenchmen except the working 
class would ultimately incline the 
scale against the Soclalist movement 
now so much in evidence. And this 
impression is confirmed by the fact 
that at present the Socialist spirit is 
violently anti-patriotic. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Of all superstitions, 
probably none has 
either more support- 
ers at once sincere 
and intelligent than 
the one by which certain persons are 
credited with the power of finding hidden 
things, especially water, through the use 
of a forked twig held in the outstretched 
hands. Belief in this power still exists 
all over Europe and both of the Amert- 
cas, and those who hold to it are by no 
means all ignorant people. Many, in- 
deed, are of some scientific pretensions, 
and there is hardly a town in which 
somebody cannot be found who can tell 
tales, undoubtedly true, of successful 
divination by means of the divining rod. 

When witch-hazel twigs are available 
they are always used in this rhabdoman- 
cy, to give it the classic name, but the 
douser, or dowser, as he used to be 
called in England, performs his miracle 
just as well with a forked switch from 
a peach tree—a fact tho significance of 
which neither he nor his followers can 
see. 

Yesterday’s dispatches told of a ‘‘ con- 
gress of scientists ’’ now holding in Halle 
for the purpose of giving this subject 
another investigation, and it was said 
that so many and so brilliant have been 
the demonstrations already made that 
the members of the congress are much 
impressed. They have seen the finding 
of potash veins, of coal deposits, and one 
magiclan—who must have been a hu- 
morist desirous of testing to the very 
limit the credulity of these ‘' scientists ’’ 
—discovered a leak in a city water 
main! 

The whole thing is, of course, a wild 
absurdity, not that the reality of all 
the feats described can be denied, but 
because the so-called divining rod has 
nothing to do with them. As for the 
water finders, most of them are presum- 
ably self-deceived, but their successés ate 
due either to the fact that water is to 
be found almost everywhere by digging 
deeply enough or to recognition of faint 
indications disclosing to eyes sufficient- 
ly trained the near presence of moisture. 
It is when the douser sees these signs 
that the twig turns in his hand, and to 
no psychologist is the turning at all 
mysterious. 

However, disbelief in dousing is not 
necessarily a sufficient reason for refus- 
ing to pay the douser his fee. He often 
really is an expert revealer of places 
where water is near the suface, and the 
mere fact that he does it in one way 
while pretending or thinking that he does 
it in another does not detract from the 
value of the results. He is not the first 
nor will he be the last to reach a right 
conclusion from a wrong premise. That 
is a common triumph, in spite of wha 
the logicilans say. .

of tetanus and that the infection “ fol- 
lowed’ enforcement of the law by 
which public schools are protected from 
smallpox. There is not, however, the 
slightest reason for believing, and no 
more excuse for saying, that the lock- 
jaw was the result of vaccination. 

The fatal germs entered the wound 
made by the vaccinator precisely as 
they would any other break in the skin’s 
continuity, and the only conclusion le- 
gitimately to be drawn from the deaths 
of these children is that they should 
have been, and others should be, more 
carefully protected when any gate is 
open to this particularly terrible invader. 

The bacillus of tetanus is widely dis- 
tributed, but it is abundant to a notably 
dangerous degree only in a few locall- 
ties. There is one such over on Long 
Island, and there every little scratch 
{Should be promptly cleansed and rigor- 
jously covered. It has not been stated 
that Trenton {s equally infested, but 
evidently there is peril there, too. 

Never but onee, so far as can be re- 
called, has any real relation between 
vaccination and lockjaw been proved, 
and even in that case the relation was 
accidental and mechanical, not essential. 





CAUSE OF MEAT FAMINE. 


Raising Live Stock Is Not Profit- 
able to Farmers. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been reading more advieos given to 
the farmer, who {ts supposed to be so ghort- 
sighted that he refuses to make money. He, 
the small farmer, is told to raise two steers 
each year. In the first place it takes at 
least two years to get one ready for market. 
The expense of the two years {9 as follows: 

Value of calf, $2; pasture for first Sum- 
mer, $5; for second Summer, $10; hay for 
first Winter, $20; for second Winter, $40, 

To fatten him costs 50 bushels of corn 
at 60 cents a bushel, $25. And ha drinks 
about $10 worth of mill the first six weeks. 

S0 you can understand why the big dairy 
farmers bury new-born calves. And now with 
cheap meat coming into the country, what 
chance {# there of making a profit? It is 
the same with the pigs that the thrifty house- 
wives desire the farmers to ratse, It is all 
too expensive. 

The end of it will be that conditions will 
become like those in Hurope, where the meat 
1g much dearer than here, but the people 
eat more vegetables and grain, and suffer 
no lack of strength thereby. Americans must 
stop living entirely on meat, and must learn 
to make the cheap portions palatable. The 
days of wastefulness are nearly over. We 
have much to learn. SARAH BD. TECHT.

ANOTHER MEETING SHORTLY 


Congressman Aliney, Secretary of 
Alllance, Tells of Alms of 
Delegates’ Committees. 


The greatest advance yet made in the 
way of an oragnized movement toward 
the maintenance of peace between Japan 
and this country was accomplished at 
the meeting of the delegates of the two 
countries at the Interparliamentary 
Union at The Hague last Summer, ac- 
cording to Congressman William D. B. 
Ainey, a member of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs and one of the six 
United States delegates to the peace 
conference. 

Mr. Ainey represents the Fourteenth 
Congress District of Pennsylvania. He 
arrived from Europe late Monday night 
on the Finland and went to the Hotel 
Astor, where he outlined to a TIMBS re- 
porter yesterday the method by which 
the Japanese and American parliamen- 
tary delegates to The Hague hoped to 
solve all the difficulties, such as the 
California controversy, that have arisen 
or may arise. 

“One of the principal questions that 
was settled,’ Mr. Ainey said, ‘at the 
conference, as far as America is con- 
cerned, was the unaniomus adoption of 
Secretary of State Bryan's peace treaty 
proposition. 

“ But to my mind the question of most 
interest to this country, and one that 
Was not worked out during the meet- 
ings of the union, was the organization 
of a Japanese-American group to con- 
sider the solution of questions affecting 
both nations. This group was organized 
at a meeting brought about between the 
delegates of the two ‘countries by the 
exchange of reciprocal notes, and at 
this meeting two committees were ap- 


pointed consisting of three members 
from the delegates of each country. 


Ainecy Elected Secretary. 


“The meeting was called to order on 
Sept. 6. The Hon. Ichitaro Shimizu was 
elected President and I was elected Sec- 


retary. The members of the Imperial 
Japanese Parliament present were, be- 
sides Mr. Shimizu, the Hon. Saitzi Shin- 
do, the Hon. Wachi Seki, a graduate of 
Harvard; the Hon. Takao Saito, a grad- 
uate of Princeton, and the Hon. Zembei 
Horikiri. 

“The Amertcan parliamentarians pres- 
ent were Senator Theodore Wb. Burton 
of Ohio, Congressmen Richard Bartholdt 
of Missouri, James L. Slayden of Texas, 
Fred C. Stevens of Minnesota, Lynden 
Evans of Indiana, and myself. 

“The committees appointed consisted 
of Messrs. Shimizu, Seki, and Shindo 
for the Japanese and Messrs. Slayden 
and Stevens and myself for the United 
States. The delegates met for a two- 

| fold purpose—to evidence to the peoples 

ot their respective countries, in a more 
tangible way, the continuance of the 
| friendly relations which for many years 
| have existed between the great nations 
jand which their delegations in a sense 
| have severally represented, and to fur- 
|nish a means for presenting and con- 
| sidering in an informal, yet very effec- 
| tive, way, those questions and problems 
{touching more peculiarly and particu- 
larly the relations between Japan and 
the United States of America, properly 
the subjects for interparliamentary dis- 
cussion. 

“This meeting really marked the first 
voluntary peace alliance that has ever 
been formed to consider the great inter- 
national questions between the two 
countries. The idea criginated over 
there among the delegates themselves 
without the State Departments of either 
country having anything to do with it. 
However, the Japanese delegates con- 
Sidered the formation of this group of 
such importance that they wired their 
home Government full particulars, and 
also sent statements to the principal 
newspapers of Japan. 


Minutes Sent to Bryan. 


*"A copy of the minutes of the meet- 
ing was sent to Secretary of State 
Bryan, another to the imperial Japanese 
Government, a third to Archives of the 
Interparliamentary Union at Brussels, 
and I have a fourth in my possession. 

“The two committees [ have desig- 
nated will utilize the time up to the 
next meeting of the union at Stock- 
holm in September, 1914, to formulate 
such questions as affect Japan, and the 
United States in particular, with a view 
to having these presented In a concrete 
form at the Stockholm conference. 

‘“‘The Messrs. Horiklri and Shimizu 
will be in Washington next month to 
meet the American committee and elab- 
orate some of the questions to be con- 
sidered. Undoubtedly the California 
question will be taken up at Stockholm 


if it has not been settled by that time,’ 


as I trust it will be. But I must make 
it plain that a question like that will 
not be considered tn a concrete form, 
but In the light of obtaining some meth- 
od by which such problems can be ad- 
justed. 

“ Secretary Lange of the Interparlia- 
mentary Unton, whose offices are at 
Brussels, was wonderfully elated at this 
‘getting together’ of the Japanese and 
American delegates. He called on me 
at my hotel and offered every assist- 
ance of the union itseif toward the 
working out of the problems that con- 
front the two nations. 

“Mr, Carnegie was also very much 
pleased with what had been done, and 
with the outlook for the future.” 

Mr. Ainey said that he believed the 
Japanese diplomats to be wholly sin- 
cere in their desire to promote peace 
ang that they fully appreciated the im- 
portance of the group conference. 

Mr. Ainey was a delegate to the peace 
conference at Geneva last year, and will 
be on hand when the union méets again 
at Stockholm.

SAFETY CORSEESS OPENS. |TARIFE CONFERERD 


Motion PicturesShow How to Avoi 
Street Cars and Autos. 


Accidents due to street cars and auto- 
mobiles in Chicago were shown yester- 
day at the Hotel McAlpin, where motion 
pictures of the ‘‘ right and wrong way 
to cross streets’’ and the “right and 
wrong way to get off and on cars ’’ were 
exhibited before the Second Safety Con- 


gress of the National Council for In- | 


dustrial Safety. 


The motion pictures, according to H. 


L. Brownell, Safety Inspector of Chi- 
cago, who exhihited them, represented 
about 50 per cent. of actual accidents 
taken by the Public Safety Commission 
of Chicago from November, 1912, to 
August, 1913. Practically every kind of 
street car and automobile accident was 
shown in the motion pictures, one right 
after the other. 

The pictures are to be used by In- 
specto” Brownell in a Fall and Winter 
campaign among the 400,000 school chil- 
dren of his city. Chicago is to have a 
‘Safety Day,’’ when forty members of 
the Public Safety Commission, with 500 
business men, will visit the schools and 
give talks on safety to the children. 
‘Safety Day ’’ is to be followed by 
“*Safety Sunday,’’ when the message 
will be preached from the pulpits all 
over Chicago. 

The first session of the congress was 
opened at 10 o’clock by Arthur Williams 
of the American Museum of Safety. 
He said that human life had always 
been valued cheaply in social and indus- 


trial development, and, attributed more | 


than 70 per cent. of industrial accidents 


rather to the carelessness of the indi- | 


vidual workman than to any defect in 
machinery. 

The plans of the Museum of Safety 
Were discussed by Dr. W. H.

The Japanese who lived at the Bryan 
home for five years 1s Bryan Yama- 
shita, mentioned in a Washington dis- 
patch printed in THs NEw York TrMes 
to-day. Secretary Bryan would not be 
interviewed in regard to what Senator 
Martine said, but he gave out a state- 
ment of all he cared to say in connec- 
tion with the matter. 

‘““We are not educating any boys in 
Japan,"’ the statement read. ‘‘ A Jap- 
anese student lived with us for about 
five years, but returned to Japan in 
1904. Senator Martine’s remarks prob- 
ably refer to students whom we have 
assisted in other parts of Asie, but I 
do not consider it necessary to discuss 
the matter. I have discussed the sources 
of my income, but I am not yet con- 
vinced that the public requires me to 
discuss each contribution which I see 
fit to make to a worthy cause. 

= may add that I answer these ques- 
tions with reluctance and with the feel- 
ing that the newspapers represented by 
those who ask the questions feel more 
curlosity than the general public does 
in regard to my private affairs.” 


DEFENDS TROOPS IN HAWAII. 


Mrs. MacLennan Resents Alleged 


Attack by School Head. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—I¢ investi- 
gation shows that Perley Horne, Su- 
perintendent of the Kamehameha School 
in Honolulu, Hawaii, actually said, as 
alleged, that American soldiers in the 
islands contributed to the delinquency 
of native girls, Mrs. Russell M,. Mac- 
Lennan, President of the Society for 
the Protection of the Dignity and 
Honor of the Uniform of the “united 
States, wishes the War Department to 
withdraw Lieut. George E. Turner, on 
duty in the school as military  in- 
structor. 

Mrs. MacLennan has protested to the 
War Department against what she 
terms the slander of American soldiers 
by Supt. Horne. She bases her protest 
on information supplied by Sergt. M. 
Distler of the Second Infantry stationed 
in Fort Shafter, Hawali. She says 
Hawaiian youths’ should not receive 
military instruction if disrespect for 
women is a distinguishing character- 
istic of the American soldier. 

The War Department has promised 
to consider the protest. 


WATER TOAST WITH BRYAN. 


No Champagne, Merely Old-Fashion- 
ed Cocktall, at Dinner to Frenchmen 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—A toast to 
President Wilson and President Poin- 
caré and the traditional friendship be- 
tween France and the United States 
was drunk in water last night by Secre- 
tary Bryan and the visiting French 
commission selecting a site at the Pa- 
nama Pacifié fair. 

The news transpired to-day when 
Major J. J. Dickinson, who was host, 
made a kot denial of a published story 
that Mr. Bryan had not drunk when 


the champagre glasses were raised for 
the toast, and that the French visitors 
were offen"ed. Major Dickinson ex- 
plained that there was no champagne at 
the dinner, merely_ an old-fashioned 
cocktail, which the Frenchmen had ex- 
pressed a curiosity to taste, and that. 
as Mr. Bryan proposed the toast near 
the end of the dinner, it was drunk in 
water.

| Proposed Substitute Would Make Jt 
Nominal on Some Conditions.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—-The Con 
| ference Committee on the Tariff bill wil 
take up to-morrow for adjustment the 
differences of the Senate and House of 
Representatives over the proposed co’ 
ton futures tax amendment, inserted is 
the measure as the Clarke amendmen’ 
by the Senate. 

This amendment proposes a tax of $54 
a hundred bales of cotton, of 500 pounds 
each, on each sale, or contract for sale,

of cotton fer future delivery on any t!x- 
change. 

The House leaders want this amend- 
ment modified. If the idea of a tax on 
cotton futures is retained in the bill by 
the Conference Committee, it is likely 
to be along the lines of a substitute for 
the Clarke plan, submitted to the oom- 
mittee by Representative Lever of South 
Carolina, Chairman of the House Com- 


mittee on Agriculture, and Senator 
Smith of Georgia, a member of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. 

| This proposed compromise retains the 
| penalty features of the amendment, but 
ladds a section, setting forth conditions, 
rules, and regulations to be imposed as 
to the character of the futures con- 
tracts and the grade gf the cotton, tu 
be delivered on such “contracts. The 
compromise prevides that when these 
conditions are complied with the tax 
shall be only 50 cents a hundred bales 
of cotton, whereas the tax is to be $50 
a hundred bales if the conditions as to 
contract and delivery are not met, 

The first paragraph of the substitut¢é 
amendment reads as follows: 

That on and after the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1914, upon each sale, agreement of 
sale, or agreement to sell any cotten for 
future delivery made in the future contract 
market, at or on, or in any Cotton Ex- 
change, or Board of Trade, or similar plece, 
or by any person acting in substantial 
conformity to the rules and regulations gov- 
erning such future transactions, or market 
quotations of such Exchange, Board of 
Trade, or other similar place, there is 
hereby levied a tax in the nature of an 
excise equal to one-tenth of 1 cent per 
pound on the quantity of cotton mentioned 
and described in any such contract; end 
that one-half of such tax shall be paid by 
the buyer and one-half thereof by the seller 
of the cotton involved in the transaction, by 
means of stamps affixed to the contracts | 
of purchase and sale, or memorandum at- 
tached thereto, respectively, in compliance 
with rules and regulations made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Any sale, agreement of sale, or agree- 
ment to sell any cotton for future delivery 
made in the future contract market, at or 
on, or in any Cotton Exchange, Board of 
Trade, or other similar place, or by any 
person acting In conformity to the rules 
and regulations governing such future 
transactions, of any such Cotton Ex- 
change, Board of Trade, or other similar 
place, in any foreign country, whére the 
order for such sale has been transmitted 
from the United States to such foreign 
country, and elther the buyer or the seller 
described in such contract cf sale is at the

When the crucial situation of a play is 
so far removed from human experience 
that a polite assemblage cannot restrain 
its mirth, the sincere intentions of the 
writer matter little. And in Mr. Legrand 
Howland’s play, ‘“‘The Smouldering 
Flame,"’ there is evidence enough of 
earnestness. Mr. Howland’s cardinal 
fault, however, is the assumption that a

Place to say it. Or, perhaps, the second 
should be first. 7 

No enlightened person will contend at 
this late day that discussions of im- 

ortant human matters should be barred 

rom the stage. But these discussions 
are only valuable there when they are 
projected in a form which will interest, 

old, convince, or move an audience. 
Mr. Howland’s play does neither of 
these things. 

He discusses the abnormalities that 
may be the result of repression of 
normal instincts, taking the grand pas- 
sion of motherhood as the specific in- 
terest to project. And for the better 
part of two acts the thing is very weari- 
some, Then it becomes absurd. 

The two old women who have pulled 
down the blinds on life, excluding every 
ray of light, are possibly true enough 
studies. So, too, it is altogether likely 
that there have been counterparts of 
the unfortunate Mathilda Thomas, ne- 
glected, a wall-flower, old before her 
time, yet with a woman’‘s yearning, and 
now advised by the family doctor that 
but a little time remains in which she 
may hope to “fulfill woman’s highest 
mission.”’ Butin the supposed great mo- 
ment of emotion the noble passion*seems 
strangely mixed with purely feminine 
Pique. Also, it gets funny. 

Mathilda overhears her pretty cousin 
arranging a midnight rendezvous with 
the man to whom she is engaged. They 
must wait two years to marry, or the 
cousin will lose the fortune inherited 
from her father. The man is for flee- 
ing from temptation—he cannot stand 
the strain. The pretty fiancée urges 
him to come back to her late at 
night, when the rest of the household 
has retired. Whereupon Mathilda reads 
her cousin a moral lesson, then turns 
out the gas and waits for the latter’s 
lover in the dark. 

When the curtain rises again, ‘‘ten 
years later,’’ Mathilda has an ‘‘ adopted 
ehild,’’ and the long arm of coincidence 
is cracked at the joint in order to 
stretch it far enough to bring the father 
to his own. Mr. Howland’s philosophy 
and the authorities he quotes make no 
provision for the manifest impossibili- 
ties in the tale. It is not to be won- 
dered at that the audience laughed. 

As far as seemed humanly possible 
Miss Fernanda Eliiscu made Mathilda 
interesting. This actress now plays with 
compares? little variety as to means 
in the simpler passages but an abund- 
ance of genuine emotional expressive- 
ness. 

The two crabbed old aunts were par- 
ticularly well done by Maria Day and 
Maud Sinclair, and the doctor, who 
seemed not without fault in putting cer- 
tain ideas into Mathilda’s head, was 
sympathetically done by Forrest Rob- 
inson. Norris and Helen Millington, 
adorable children, added a few bright 
moments, and Conway ‘Tearle, Ethel 
Grey Terry, and Maude Knowlton were 
others who did good service in a gen- 
erally efficient cast. In Canada the play, 
then known as “ Deborah,’ was the 
subject of serious discussion and threats 
of censorship. There seems little prob- 
ability that ‘‘ The Smouldering Flame” 
can be fanned into any sort of life. Nor 
is there any reason why it should.

The Century Opera Company moved 
on to another stage of its history last 
evening, when it made its first change 
of bill. The second opera of its reper- 
tory was Ponchielli’s ‘‘ La Gioconda,”’ 
one that has become pretty well known 
to New York operagoers in the last few 
years. It is far from being as weil 
known or as popular as ‘ Aida,’’ how- 
ever, as it is far from being as great a 


work, and there was not quite the pub- 
lic response to this second offering of 
the Century management that there was 
to the first. 

The audience last evening, 
was a large one. And there is enough in 

La Gioconda"” in its theatrical ef- 
fectiveness and superficially striking 
musical features to stimulate applause 
at the right moments—the airs, chief 
of which is ‘‘ Heaven and Ocean,” as it 
was sung last evening; the duets, trios, 
quartets, choruses, and the brilliancy of 
many orchestral passages. These were 
not lacking in their effect, nor was the 
handsome scenic outfit, again reminis- 
cent of the Metropolitan Opera House. 

It is easy to think that ‘La Giocon- 
da” must necessarily be a work of 

eat popularity, with all its obvious 
ids for popularity. Whether it will 
appeal to the Century Opera’s public 
for a week will soon ‘be determined. 
For many listeners the music has lost 
much of its freshness, and there are 
many passages in it that now seem 
cheap and tawdry. Nor does tne li- 
bretto shoot horror as it once did into 
the hearts of spectators, and it is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to find any 
charertar in the opera to sympathize 
with. 

A brave attempt was made to produce 
an impression with ‘La Gioconda.” 
There had evidently been care put into 
its preparation, and there was much 
that was highly creditable in the per- 
formance. The principal singers all de- 
Served praise in various measure. Miss 
Ewell’s voice had quality that was 
agreeable, and she made effective most 
of the music given to La Gioconda. The 
Laura was Miss Mary Jordan, whose 
volce has considerable power of the sort 
called dramatic, but she has yet some- 
thing to learn as to dramatic expression 
in action. So has Mr. Gustaf Bergman 
the Enzo, whose voice has excellen 
quality, and would have more if he 
would find more varied nuances of ex- 
pression in it. Mr. Kreidler gave a full 
measure of melodramatic villainy to the 
part of Barnaba, and Mr. Kaufman as 
Alviso was one of the most competent 
of the cast. And Miss Howard’s sing- 
ing of the music of the blind mother 
deserved much commendation. 

The chorus ane at least with more 
volume than it aid; the orchestra still 
needs improvement in the precision of 
its ensemble. The ballet did its best in 
the ‘‘ Dance of the Hours,” and won 
a round of applause. Mr. Szendrai’s 
conducting again showed skill and au- 
thority. It was doubtful if quite as 
much of the English text was intelligi- 
ble in this performance as in the pre- 
vious ones. There might be a question 
whether this was a loss or not, for 
what was intelligible was depressingly 
poor English. But this is only a phase 
of that greater question which is going 
to et settled by the Century Opera by 
an y.

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DR. HYAMSON HERE 
TO TAKE UP WORK 


Noted Rabbi Comes from Eng- 
land to Head the Congre- 


gation Orach Chaim. 


LONG SERVICE IN LONDON 


Was a Candidate for Chief Rabbi 
Against Dr. Hertz, Whom 
He Succeeds Here. 


The Rev. Dr. Moses Hyamson, for 
years one of the best-known rabbis in 
England, who was called to New York 
to take the place of rabbi of the Con- 
gregation Orach Chaim, at Lexington 
Avenue and Ninety-fifth Street, arrived 
from England on the North German 
Lloyd liner Kronprinz Wilhelm yester- 
day morning. He was accompanied by 
Mrs, Hyamson. 

Rabbi Hyamson was the rival candi- 
date for the office of Chief Rabbi of 
Great Britain, to which office the Rev. 
Dr. Joseph H. Hertz, Dr. Hyamson’s 
predecessor as rabbi of the Congrega- 
tion Orach Chaim, was elected. When 


Dr. Hertz resigned, his old congregation 
promptly elected Dr. Hyamson, who 
was then the Senior Dayan, or Chief 
Judge, of the Ecclesiastic Court of the 
United Synagogue of London. The 
congregation here, which is small in 
numbers, doubled its subscriptions, so 
as to make certain the coming of the 
noted British rabbi. It was announced 
that the election was for life, an un- 
usual procedure and a compliment never 
are paid by the congregation to a 
rabbi. 

Dr. Hyamson was born in Suwall, 
Russia, on Aug. 25, 1868, and was edu- 
cated at the University College and 
Laws College, London, graduating with 
the degree o® Bachelor of Arts in 1882. 
He also holds the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws. He is one of the rec- 
ognized Hebrew scholars of the world 
being the author of many essays and 
treatises. Among his best-known works 
is a volume of sermons, published by 
the Oxford Press under the title ‘* Col- 
lato Mosaicarum et Romanarum Legum.”’ 
He is also a Zionist, in so far as favor- 
ing the agricultural and industrial de- 
veloment of Palestine is concerned, but 
is not a believer in what is known as 
Political Zionism. 

For ten years following his gradua- 
tion Dr. Hyamson was the_ rabbi of 
synagogues in Swansea and_ Bristol, 
England, at the end of which period 
he went to London as rabbi of the Dal- 
ton Synagogue. During ten years there 
he helped to found many Jewish educa- 
tional and philanthropic institutions, in- 
cluding religious classes, the North n- 
don Canvassing Committee for the Jew- 
ish Board of Guardians, the Committee 
of Visitors Among the Poor, the North 
London Mikoah, a kosher kitchen at the 
German Hospital, and many other com- 
munal organizations. 

Some fourteen years ago, at the urgent 
request of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Hyamson accepted the office of Senior 
Dayan, or Judge, of the United Syna- 
gogue. As such, ,with two other eM 
oor. or Judges,* he formed the Beth 
Din, or Ecclesiastical Court, which de- 
cided all questions relating to ritual or 
usage in the synagogues, and to which 
cases were referred by the law courts 
in Great Britain for authoritative deci- 
sion. 

During the declining years of the late 
Chief Rabbi much of the specific work 
of the British Chief Rabbinate fell upon 
Dr. Hyamson, including the functions of 
Provincial Visitation, in which he trav- 
eled throughout the provinces as the rep- 
resentative of the Chief Rabbi, and the 
Talmudic Discourses from the_ pulpit 
of the Cathedral Synagogue of London 
on certain Sabbaths of the year. 

Dr. Hyamson an his wife were met 
by several of the prominent members of 
the Congregation O1aech Chaim.

FRENCH INVESTORS ANXIOUS 


Paris Official Visits Washington to 
Look Into Frisco Bonds. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Henry de 
Peyster, Secretary to the Minister of 
Finance of France and representative 
of the French bondholders of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railroad, con- 
ferred to-day with Attorney General 
McReynolds and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission regarding protection 
of the extensive French interests in the 
receivership of the road, 

Although not inclined to discuss the 
probable effect of the receivership on 
American securities abroad. Mr. de 
Peyster said to-night that if such things 
happened over and over again they 
would be bound to shake the confidence 
of the French in American investments, 
and close the Paris Bourse to them. At- 
torney General McReynolds was unable 
to convey any information on the re- 
celvership, as it was in the courts and 
beyond his jurisdiction. 

The Commerce Commission explained 
to Mr. de Peyster and the Chargé d’Af- 
faires of the French Embassy that it 
had begun an investigation of the af- 
fair. 

“I came to the United States not in 
an official capacity,” said Mr, de Pey- 
ster, “but as an investigator for the 
French holders of $23,000,000 of general 
lien 5s of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
system and of $5,000,000 of the New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexican Railroad. I 
was assigned for this purpose by the 
Minister of Finance. Most of these 
bonds are held by Frenchmen of mod- 
erate means, and any great impairment 


of their value would mean serious loss 
to them. 

“The interest on the five-million-dol- 
lar investment was not paid on Sept. 
1, when due, and I have been investi- 
gating the probability of an interest 
payment on the $23,000,000 when due in 

ovember. My mission is one of in- 
vestigation, and I have discussed the 
situation with the receivers and attor- 
neys. After some conferences in New 
York, where I will go to-morrow, I ex- 
pect to sail for Paris on Oct. 1, to make 
@ report and recommendations to the 
bondholders.’’ 


SUFFRAGE PARK DAY. 


50 Outdoor Meetings Held In City 
—Speeches In Many Tongues. 


The first annual Suffrage Park Day 
was celebrated under the auspices of 
the Woman Suffrage Party yesterday 
with great success. Meetings were held 
in fifty parks in the five boroughs of 
the city. Central Park is never opened 
for this purpose, but there were rmeet- 
ings in severa? places In Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn. There were some hundreds 
of speakers, and 100 pretty young 
women sold buttons and copies of the 
suffragist magazine, The Woman Voter. 

Speeches were made in Italian, Ger- 
man, Yiddish, and Bohemian, and one 
little talk was given in French. Many 
of the parks are those given over 
largely to children’s giaygrounds, and 


there the speakers talked over the 
heads of crowds of little people to their 
elders beyond, but big and little, they 
were all attentive. At Union Square 
there was almost a soiid mass of men 
forming the crowd, and men also 
made up the greater vart of the audi- 
ence at Madison Square,

M. Tirman said that the french Gov- 
ernment would send over a complete 
exhibit. While he explained that he 
could speak officially only for the 
French Government, he said that 
French industry and art was sure to be 
well represented. M. irman could not 


say how large an appropriation france 
would make for the exhibit. 


SPAIN WILL EXHIBIT. 


Premier Says She Will Take Part 
In San Francisco Fair. 


MADRID, Sept. 23.—Count Alvaro de 
Romanones, the Spanish Premier, in- 
formed the Assoclated Press to-day 
that Spain would participate officially 
in the Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco in 1915. He said he had 
returned from San Sebastian especially 
to preside over the meeting of the Cab- 
inet this afternoon, at which the de- 
cision to participate would probably be 
voted.

SIR W. F. HELY-HUTCHINSON 


Ex-Governor of Gape Colony Dles 
In London, Aged 64. 


LONDON, Sept. 23.—The Right Hon. 
Sir Walter Francis Hely-Hutchinson, 


Governor and Commander in Chief of 
Cape Colony from 1¥01 to 1910, died to- 


day. 

Wal er Francis Hely-Hutchinson, the 
second son of the fourth Earl of Don- 
oughmore, was born in Dublin Aug, 
22, 1849. He was educated at Harrow 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, and in 
May, 1881, married the eldest daughter 
of the late Major Gen. William Clive 
Justice. ihe couple had four sons and 
a daughter. 

He held many high official Positions, 
being Colonial Secretary of Barbados, 
1877-88; Lieutenant Governor of Malta, 
1884-89; Governor of Natal and Zulu- 
land, 1893-1901. He inaugurated the 
system of ‘responsible Government” {n 
Natal in 1893, and in 1909 was High 
Commissioner for South Africa during 
the absence of Lord Selborne. He re- 
tired from the Governorship of Cape 
Colony in 1910.

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PATRICK FORD DEAD AT 76. 


Editor of The Irish World for Forty- 
three Years. 


Patrick Ford, editor of The Irish 
World, died yesterday at his home, 350 
Clermont Avenue, Brooklyn. He was 
known on both sides of the Atlantic as 
one of the foremost champions of the 
Irish cause. In England he had been 
regarded for a generation and more as 
the personification of Irish opposition 
to English rule. In the United States 
he took an important part in American 
politics. Under his leadership thou- 
sands of voters in 1884 broke away 


from the Democratic Party and cast 
their ballot for Blatne. How Burch- 
ard’s “Rum, Romanism, and Rebel- 
lion» saved the day for the Democratic 
Party is a matter of history. 

James G. Blaine, who was a_ close 
friend of Patrick Ford, in a published 
letter made a handsome acknowledg- 
ment of his nervices. 

Born in Galway, Ireland, April 12, 
1837, Mr, Ford emigrated to America 
with hig parents in 1846. Boston was 
the field of his early activities. As a 
boy he was employed in the printing 
office of William Lloyd Garrison, editor 
and publisher of The Liberator. In 1855 
he egan his journalistic career by 
writing for the Boston newspapers. 

In 1860 he was the editor and pub- 
lisher of The Boston Sunday Times. 
When the civil war began Patrick Ford 
enlisted in the Ninth Massachusetts, 
and took part in the charge of Freder- 
icksburg. After the war he removed to 
Charleston, S. C., where he founded 
The Charleston Gazette. Four years 
later he issued in New York the first 
copy of The Irish World. 

When the Land League came into ex- 
istence in 1879 he founded 2,500 branches 
of it in the United States. 


DIES MARTYR TO X-RAY. 


Dr. C. L. Leonard Lost Hand, Arm, 
and His Body Became Infected. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 23.— 
Dr. Charles Lester Leonard, expert in 
X-ray work, died yesterday at Atlantic 
City, a martyr to the science to which 
he had devoted himself. From constant 


exposure to the rays he was stricken 
with a disease that baffled the best 
Surgeons, Nine years ago the hand that 
guided the light became affected. Medi- 
cal skill availed nothing, and the hand 
was amputated. But the ailment had 
gone further, and a few years ago it 
was found necessary to remove his 
entire arm. Then it was believed that 
the disease was conquered. Dr. Leon- 
ard arranged to resume his practice, but 
before the wounds had healed the dis- 
ease spread over his body. 

At last he decided to go with his fam- 
ily to Atlantic City in the hope that the 
sea air would restore him to himself, 
but soon he became bedfast. 

Dr. Leonard’s father, M. Hayden 
Leonard, is seriously ill at his heme, 
4243 Walnut Street, and news of his 
son’s death, it is feared, will further 
increase the seriousness of his condition. 

Harry W. Cox of London, who did so 
much to develop the X-ray in its early 
days and who worked with Sir Mc- 
Kenzie-Davidson, who was knighted for 
his researches in X-ray work, was in- 
fected in the same manner as Dr, Leon- 
ard. Although his hand and then his 
arm were amputated, he died. Dr. 
Baker, a well-known Connecticut physi- 
cian, died in a similar manner, as did 
several other physicians in this country 
and in Europe.

WASHINGTON, Sept. —The Inter- 
atate Commerce Commission to-day 
made public statistics showing, the oper- 


ating revenues and expenses of ‘steam 
failroads in the United States for the 
month of June, 1912, and complete fig- 
ures for the fiscal year which ended on 
June 30.

Record Season for Worsteds. 

Commenting upon the predominence 
of worsteds in the buying of men’s 
wear fabrics for the Spring, 1914 season, 
The Textile Manufacturers’ Journal says 
that fancy worsiteds are still sought 
more’ than fancy woolens where the 
former are cheap enough to be on a 
competitive basis. Where a fancy wor- | 
sted at $1 a yard, or near it, will serve 
the uses of the buyer as well as a fancy 
woolen from 10 to 15 cents a yard lower, 
it is stated by sellers handling both 
worsted and woolens that the fancy 
worsted usually gets the preference. If 
tallors-to-the-trade and duplicate orders 
from clothing manufacturers follow the 
same line of buying it is predicted that 
there will be more fancy worsteds worn 
next Spring and Summer than have been 
seen for many years. Serges have been 
strong, and promise to continue so. 


COLORADO COAL STRIKE ON. 


Union, Seeking Recognition, Says It 
Will Spread—-Operators Defiant. 


TRINIDAD, Col., Sept. 238.—Several 
thousand miners in the southern coal} 
fields of District 15, Col., United Mine | 
Workers of America, entered to-day on | 
a strike which had for its chief pur-| 
pose recognition of the union. Labor 
leaders asserted a great majority of the 
men now working the coal mines would 
obey the strike call issued a week ago. 
Operators announced not enough work- 


ers would leave their employment to 
cripple mine operations. They said there 
woane be no compromise on recognition. 
The other demands—for the men’s own 
checkweighmen, and the privilege to 
live and trade where they pleased, and 
to employ such physicians as they pre- 
ferred, were not discussed much. 

Reports from camps tended to show

Prices React After Firmness in 
Early Trading—Germany 
Gets Gold. 


There was no reason for looking yes- 
terday for gold imports or for an an- 
nouncement regarding a Union Pacific 
distribution, but both seemed to have 
been expected by traders. At all events 
they professed disappointment that Lon- 
don yielded no gold, nor the Union Pa- 
cific treasury a special disbursement to 
the road’s shareholders, for when it ap- 
peared that neither thing would happen 
yesterday prices which had been strong 
yielded, and before the day was over 
the general level of quotations had de- 
clined a substantial fraction. ‘There 
were, however, other matters which 
were immediate market factors. Thus 
current discussion of the possible effect 
of the new tariff upon the earnings ot 
steel companies reflected in a decline in 
United States Steel, although the man- 
agement of that company has on more 
occasions than one indicated that it 
did not expect that it would be seriously 
affected by tariff. reductions. One ot 
the interesting phases of the trading 
Was the sharp upturn in the Xock Isl- 
and securities, which the previous day, 
when the general course of prices was 
upward, declined sharply, while yester- 
day they rose in the tace of a reaction- 
ary market. ‘he financial community 
had no more definite jnformation than 
{t previously had regarding the affairs 
of this company, but views which had 
been somewhat hastily formed under- 
went some modification in the light otf 
yesterday’s movements in the stocks 
and bonds of this system. Traderg were 
inclined to suspect that they had given 
too ready ear to inferences which had 
been drawn from the recent movement 
in these securities. 

The bulk of the large consignment ot 
gold which reached London yesterday 
went where it was very naturai for it 
to-go at this season, namely, to Ger- 
many. In another week the special de- 
mand from that quarter will likely have 
come to an end if it has not already 
done so. The recent German gold 
takings should perhaps be considered 
in the light of the reserve-upbuilding 
policy which the Imperial Bank has 
been pursuing this year, but the more 
immediate occasion for the recent im- 
ports of gold by Germany has no doubt 
been the preparation for the end of 
September settlements. By next week 
they will be out of the way, and if 
previous experience is repeated German 
discount rates may be expected to ease 
censiderably after the first of October. 
They were, In fact, slightly easier yes- 
terday, which may, perhaps, be taken 
as an ftndication that preparations for 
the setticment have been practically 
completed. The tone in our own money 
market yesterday was again easier, the 
increasing Government deposits itn the 
national banks in the interior having 
further effect in the way of reducing 
money demands at this centre. 

While the money market continues in 
comfortable position partly as a result 
of the large deposits which the ‘lreas- 
ury is making with banks, the market 
for Government bonds continues to de- 
cline. It had been thought that they 
would be upheld by purchases in con- 
nection with the special deposits which 
the Government announced last month, 
but they received relatively little sup- 


port from that source. ‘The z per cent. 
bonds at the close on the Stock KEx- 
change yesterday were offered at 96%, 
with no better bid price than 96%. ‘Ihe 
latter is within a fraction of the lowest 
price at which these bonds sold on the 
Stock Exchange during the decline trom 
which they recovered some weeks ago. 
This further deciine emphasizes the 
problem presented in the provisions of 
the currency bill dealing with the grad- 
ual retirement of the existing national 
bank circulation. ‘The Secretary of the 
Treasury has ample power to purchase 
bonds of the Government out of sgsur- 
plus Treasury funds and to cancel the 
bonds so purchased. in some quarters 
of the financial district the view Is be- 
ing expressed that that would be the 
most effective way which could be 
adopted to restore the market for these 
2 per cent. bonds to something Iilke its 
old status.

arket in Slow 


Partisans of the constructive side of 
stock market quotations found little 
comfort in yesterday’s business, even 
though there were displays of firmness, 
now and then, which seemed to indicate 
underlying vigor, and the broad result 
of the session was an irregular lot of 
price changes containing some substan- 
tial advances, The trouble was that 
the improving tendency was not in evi- 
dence among the shares which were 
most prominent fn shaping the recent 
rise. While gains extending from 1 to 
3 points were being marked up for 2 
number of specialties and sluggish 
issues of no influence on trading senti- 
ment, such stocks as Reading, steel 
and the copper shares wobbled and after 
a while began to ease down from their 
best figures. This easing tendency 
gained greater impetus in the afternoon, 
overcoming bullish resistance by sheer 
force of their inertia, and yet without 
taking on sufficient momentum to tn- 
duce much covering of long contracts. 
The Street was led to realize when the 
net results of the day. were added to 
those of recent sessions that in spite of 
the powerful forward movements of 
particular issues the market had lost 
more ground than it had gained. The 
combined prices of fifty railroads and 
industrial stocks used in the table in 
these columns show that in the past 
eight business days, recessions occurred 
on six and gains on two. When prices 
declined they did not go far on several 
occasions, changes being as small as 
.02 and .05, but when they advanced they 
failed to recover as much as they lost. 
On Sept. 17, the day’s decline was .54, 
being followed next day by a recovery 
of .28. Then on Sept. 22 there was 
a turn upward to the extent of .21, to be 
followed yesterday by a recession of .35. 


Operating Costs of B. & O. Rise. 

In spite of much economy in upkeep 
expenses the Baltimore & Ohio was not 
able to save more than $181,000 for 
the net income account In August from 
& gross gain in excess of $550,000. The 
company spent $11,600 less than in 
August, 1912, for maintenance of way 
and structures and $60,000 less for 
maintenance of equipment, but an in- 
crease of $398,000, or nearly 15 per cent. 
in total operating costs marred what 
would otherwise have been an excep- 
tional showing for the road.

The Orient’s Traffic Gains, 

The disposition of the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railway is becoming a 
matter of speculation in the financial 
district. Reports from that portion of 
Texas in which the road has been build- 
ing an extension under the receivership 
bring optimistic forecasts of future earn- 
ings, backed by statements that traffic 
had already developed on an unexpect- 
edly large scale. The Orient made a 
connection with the Southern Pacific 
not long ago, and {is said to be delivering 
to the Hariman road an encouraging 
amount of freight picked up along the 
new line, which runs through farm land 
recently opened up to settlers in West- 
ern Texas. The Southern Pacific and 
the Atchison have been mentioned as 
probable bidders for the Orient if the 
property should come into the market, 
but talk of this kind was settled yes- 
terday so far as the Atchison was con- 
cerned. President Ripley said that his 
company had no intention of taking 
over the Orient even if the opportunity 
were offered.

Subjects to Ponder Over. 


All in all, Wall Street has plenty of 
possible developments in the railway and 
industrial field to ponder over as to their 
effect on security prices. The relation 
of the Reading Railroad to the Reading 
Company’s coal properties as viewed 
from Washington is arousing keen in- 
terest, not to say excitement, in some 
quarters of the speculative community, 
while conjectures as to what the Union 
Pacific Directors intend to do with the 
funds received from the Southern Pacific 
stock sale are being offered in com- 
mission houses every hour of the busi- 
ness day. Talk of a melon-cutting and 
an increased dividend for People’s Gas 
stock occupies numerous traders in their 
idle moments, and now the question of 
whether the Pennsylvania Railroad is 
intending to sell its $22,500,000 stock of 
the Cambria Steel Company has become 
a lively item of conversation. It is 
difficult to see how a sale by the Penn- 
sylvania of its holdings in this concern 
could affect the general stock market, 
but the argument is advanced in the 
Street that if certain midwestern steel 
interests which are reported as dicker- 
ing with the Pennsylvania are the buy- 
ers there will probably be another mer- 
ger of steel companies, with the Cambria 
Company as the central organization. 
The entrance of a new combination into 
the steel-making field, the Street thinks, 
may mean much to the securities of the 
companies listed on the Exchange.

Steel Orders Reported Less. 

It is reported in the steel trade that 
the flow of incoming orders thus far 
into September has not been up to ex- 
pectations held before the last unfilled 
tonnage report was issued. In the last 
week of August it was estimated by 
competent observers of steel market 
conditions that new business was ap- 
pearing for the Steel Corporation at the 
rate of about 33,000 tons a day, and in- 
dependent companies were believed to 
be doting as well. The September ton- 
nage figures were then expected to show 
little, if any, loss recorded for. the 
month. The rate at which new orders 
have come in since Sept. 1 is now re- 
ported at no more than 30,000 tons 
daily, and a recession in advance busi- 
ness of approximately 175,000 tons is 
forecast in some quarters,

Another Income Tax Bill. 


The imposition of an income tax is 
not being discussed in this country 
alone just now. In New Zealand the 
Government is fostering a bill provid- 
ing for the graduated tax, much on the 
order of the proposal before the tariff 
conferees at Washington. The New 
Zealand bill calls for a tax of 62-3 per 
cent. on personal incomes running 
higher than .$12,600 a year. Our own 
Senate amendment to the Underwood 
set the tax at 5 per cent. on incomes 
between $250,000 and $500,000, it is un- 
derstood, with 6 per cent. additional on 
amounts abeve $500,000 per annul.

SHOWS BiG DEFICIT 


Annual Report Submitted to 
Commerce Commission Shows 
Loss of $1,324,441. 


ROAD NEEDS $31,000,000 


Figures Are Given In Effort to Gain 
Consent of Commission to an 
Increase In Rates. 


BOSTON, Sept. 23.—The annual report 
of the Boston & Maine Rallroad for the 
year ended June 30, 1913, shows a def- 
icit of $1,824,441. This information was 
conveyed to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the Public Service 
Commissions of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, and Massachusetts by 
Edgar J. Rich, General Solicitor for the 
read, at the hearing on the proposed 
increase in rates to-day. 

The report, which has not been ap- 
proved, shows that the gross operating 
revenue for the year was 348,513,507, 
and the operating expenses $38,101,424, 
leaving a net operating revenue of $10,- 
412,082. With outside revenue the total 
net revenue was $10,509,996. 

Total deductions for rentals and other 
fixed charges amounted to $9,580,899. 
Dividends paid to April 1, when the last 


dividend was paid, amounted to $1,374,- 
188. Taking out the dividends and fixed 
charges from the gross corporate in- 
come of $9,930,505, leaves a deficit of 
$1,874,441. 

The road’s case was outlined by ay. 
Rich, who said that the road was con- 
fronted by a serious situation. 
July, 1913, the net corporate income 
was only $54,560, as contrasted with 
$407,302 for July, 1912. For September 
the decrease in gross operating rev- 
enues to the 14th of the month had 
been at the rate of $9,500 per day. 

This financial condition was due, Mr. 
Rich said, to the great increase in the 
rate of wages and the cost of hiring

ROAD SEEKS TO REORGANIZE 


Middletown, Unlonville & Water- 
gap Flies Application.

ALBANY, Sept. 23.—An application 
has been made to the Public Service 
Commission by committees of the first 
and second mortgage bondholders of 
the Middletown, Unionville &@®Watergap 
Railroad Company for approval of a 
proposed plan and agreement of reor- 
ganization and of proposed security to 


be issued. There are outstanding $1,- 
500,000 of the first mortgage bonds of 
1866, and $250,000 of the second mort- 
gage bonds issued in 1871. The first 
mortgage bondholders allege that they 
have deposited with the company $83,- 
200, and the second mortgage bond- 
holders have agreed to take $55,100 of 
the first mortgage bonds. This latter 
class has deposited $232,500 of the 
seconds. 

It is stated that default was made in 
the payment + are and interest 
on the firsts in November, 1911, and on 
the seconds in June, 1910. That re- 
sulted in foreclosure proceedings on 
both issues, and the property of the 
company will be sold on Oct. 25, in Mid- 
dletown.

| one year of specialized experience in pe- 


diatrics and in the treatment of tuberculosis. 
The written examination will be on the prac- 
tice of medicine in all its branches with par- 
ticular reference to disease or disability 
which may occur during school life. The 
examination will include such topics as school 
hygiene and sanitation, the processes of 
growth and development with particular ref- 
erence to school life, tests of mental and 
physical health, and efficiency.

This will consist of 
a quiz, an examination on physical diag-

‘KLINE WON'T RESIGN 
SBAT AS ALDERMAN 


Sure He Is Actually Mayor, but 
Accepts Citizens’ Union View 
to Avoid Trouble. 


SEAT VACANT, SAYS WATSON 


Asserts That Board Can Legally 
Proceed to Elect Vice Chairman 
—Downing First Pro Tem. 


While Mayor Kline holds. personally 
that he is the actual and not the acting 
Mayor of the city, he has decided to 
avoid controversy, to accept the view 
put forward by the Citizens’ Union and 
retain his membership in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Corporation Counsel Watson, however, 
holds that Col. Kline has succeded to all 
the rights and privileges of the Mayor, 
and by this succession has vacated his 
seat in the Board of Aldermen, and that 
the Board of Aldermen therefore can 
legally proceed to the election of his 
successor as Vice Chairman of that body. 
Mr. Watson expressed this opinion yes- 
terday in a communication addressed to 
Controller Prendergast. 

Mayor Kline said that he had no in- 
tention of resigning as Alderman or as 
Vice Chairman of the _ board. He 
seemed to think that this would result 
in the board being able only to elect a 
temporary Vice Chairman for each 
meeting, and that consequently there 
would remain a vacancy in the Board 
of Estimate and in the Sinking Fund 
Commission. 

Under this situation it would be im- 
possible during the rest of the year to 
wuthorize any special revenue bonds or 
to. pass upon other resolutions which 


called for the casting of sixteen votes 
in the Board of Estimate. 


Democrats Put Downing In. 


When the Board of Aldermen met yes- 
terday afternoon it was decided not to 
@lect a permanent Vice Chairman, but 
merely a Vice Chairman pro tem for 
each meeting of the board. The Fusion 
forces thereupon nominated Esterbrook, 


a Republican. ‘To their surprise, the 
Democrats nominated another Repub- 
Jican, Robert E. Downing of Brooklyn, 
who was defeated for renomination. 
Temmany Leader Frank L. Dowling 
put him in nomination, and he was 
elected by a vote of 37 to 27. There was 
n.uch speculation as to the meaning of 
this move. It was understood that it 
wes meant to win Alderman Downing 
ever to the aid of Tammany when other 
matters of importance came up. 

in his opinion on the Mayoralty situ- 
ai.on, Corporation Counsel Watson 
quetes the Charter provision on the 
tnuiter, and then says that three inter- 
yretations have been placed upon it. 
‘irst, it has been suggested that the 
Viee Chairman of the board, in con- 
sequence of permanent vacancies having 
arisen in the Presidency of the board and 
in the Mayoralty, is merely Acting Mayor 
and Acting President, and consequently 
must now fill simultaneously the_ oi- 
fices of Mayor, President, and Vice 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen; 


second, it has been held that as there 


is no express provision for the succes- 
sion of the Vice Chairman to the May- 
oralty there is a vacancy in the office 
ci Mayor, which the Governor must 
fill; and, third, it has been argued that 
the Vice Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen has become automatically 
Mayor of the city, and that consequently 


there is a vacancy in the Board of 
Aliic ‘rmen. 

Mr. Watson is quite certain that the 
third of ‘these alternatives is the cor- 
rect one. It is impossible, he argues, 
that one man should draw the pay and 
exercise the functions at the same time 
o* the Mayor and the President of the 
Bozrd of Alderman, for that would give 
him six votes in the Board of Estimate 
and two in the Sinking Fund Commis- 


sion. 


Watson's View of What Should be 
Done. 


reover, if it were helq that there 
us a vacancy in the office of Mayor, 
fit vould follow that it would be impos- 
tible to perform certain important ad- 
ministrative functions, such as the is- 
guunce of special revenue bonds, and, 
{in Mr. Watson's opinion, it would be 
cvite contrary to the spirit of the Con- 
sti{ntion to permit the Governor to 
2ppeint a Mayor under the Public Offi- 
cers aet. Consequently the Corporation 
Counsel holds that Col. Kline is truly 
Mayor, avd that he has ceased to be 
either Vice Chairman or member of the 
Bourd of Aldermen. 

‘This view,’ he goes on to say, ‘ will 
permit the Aldermen now to elect a 
new Vice Chairman, who will exercise 
the powers and duties of the President 
of the Board of Aldermen. There will} 
then be no vacancy in the Board of 
Kstimate, no vacancy in the Board of 
Sinking Fund Commissioners, and each 
may proceed to the performance of the 
functions devolved upon it by law, the 
membership in such boards being made 
complete by the election of a_ local 

ofticer by the proper ‘ocal board.” 

When Mayor Kline was asked about 
the situation before Mr. Watson had 
rehdered his opinion, he said: 

‘**T am convinced that I am Mayor of 
the city, and it will take a great deal 
of argument to change that opinion. I 
aoe. not propose to resign as Alderman 
of the Fifty-first District, Brooklyn 
neither do I intend resigning the Vice 
Chairmanship. I have an opinion from 
Corporntion Counsel Watson in which 
he hoids that I am Mayor of New York 
City and that I am entitled to exercise 
all powers of that office and to receive 
its emoluments. Furthermore, when I 
ws sworn in by Supreme Court Justice 
Delaney I was sworn as Mayor and not 
as \eting Mayor.

MRS. BLATCH HITS BACK. 


She Classifies the Antis’ Attack as 
an Absurd Rodomontade. 


Mrs. Stanton Blatch, President of the 
Women’s Political Union, sent out a 
#tatement yesterday in regard to the 
recent attack of the anti-suffragists 
upon the suffragists as the supporters 
of vicious conditions in dress and other 
evils. 

“The latest accusation made by the 
National Association Opposed to Wo-} 
man Suffrage, that the suffragists cre- 
ate an imaginary evil with set purpose 
in order to show that they can cure it 
with the vote—thp whole attack,” says 
Mrs. Blatch, ‘‘smacks of the press 
agent. 

““T cannot believe that the antis really 
credit us with such great power. They 
surely cannot for a moment believe that 
we are behind the Chicago Vice Com- 
mission report, and that the Rockefel- 
ler Grand Jury was composed of wo- 
man suffragists. They surely know that 
we did not instigate the murder of Ros- 
enthal, and certainly they cannot hold 
that it was because District Attorney 
Whitman is a suffragist that he pushed 
the Becker case to its final issue. I 
have not heard and do not believe that 
suffragists were behind the Caminetti 
case in California. Do the _ anti-suf- 
fragists mean to imply that Dr. Park- 
hurst is merely masquerading as an

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SCHMIDT AND MURET 
INDICTED AS COINERS 


Federal Grand Jury Makes Four 
Charges Against Each, Based 
on Counterfeiting Finds. 


STATE DOCTORS ACT TO-DAY 


Their Report on Priest’s Sanity

of the Prosecution. 


Hans Schmidt, the priest who mur- 
dered Anna Aumuller, and his friend, 
Ernest Arthur Muret, the self-styled 
dentist, of | 301 St. Nicholas Avenue, 
were indicted by the Federal Grand 
Jury yesterday on four counts each for 
counterfeiting, as a result of the raid 
on the den the two had equipped in a 
flat at 516 West 134th Street. 

Capt. J. J. Henry of the local Secret 
Service Bureau, Detectives McKenna 
and Cassassa, and a number of others 
appeared before the Grand Jury. The 
first three charges against the two men 
are those of having in their possession 
a plate for making counterfeits, of hav- 
ing partly made counterfeit bills, and 
of having possession of the partly made 
counterfeit bill. The fourth charge is 
that of having conspired to commit the 
first three crimes. The maximum sen- 
tence on esch of the first three counts 
is fifteen years’ {!mprisonment and a 
fine of $5,000. The maximum on the 
last count is two years in jail and a 
fine of $10,000. 

Schmidt, who wilil be tried for mur- 
der, will probably not have to face any 
of the charges of counterfeiting. He 
may, however, be summoned as a wit- 
ness against Muret. Schmidt has con- 
fessed that he was a counterfeiter, and 
has tried to-take all the guilt upon him. 
self. Muret insists that he knows noth- 
ing about the plant for making bad 
money. Capt. Henry of the Secret Serv- 
ice, however, has bills to show that 
Muret. under the names of Muret and 
Miller, purchased all the apparatus and 
materials for counterfeiting. 

The two alienists named yesterday by 
District Attorney Whitman to examine 
the prosecution are Dr. 
William Mabon, Director and Medical 
Examiner of the Manhattan State Hos- 
pital, and Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald, one 
of the foremost alienists of the country, 
and dean of the corps of doctors for the

CHICAGO ‘MURDER MYSTERY’ |
